TAX COURT 
UPHOLDS LEVY ON 


CAB DRIVERS’ TIPS 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)— 
The Internal Revenue Bureau got 
the United States Tax Court's ap- 
proval today on its efforts to tax 
taxicab drivers’ tips. The Court 
earlier approved taxing waiters’ 
tips. | 

A Los Angeles cabbie, Harry A. 
Roberts, made the bureau carry 
its claim to court before he’d pay 
income taxes on his tips. Rob- 
erts argued that his tips—which 
the bureau figured at one-tenth 
of his total income, or $661,04—. 
were friendly gifts rather than 
compensation for services and not 
income in the income tax sense. 
He pointed out that the Yellow 
Cab Co., which employed him, for- 
bade him to solicit tips. He said 
that proved tips are just gifts. 

The Tax Court judges saw it 
from another angle. 

„That the tips were not solicited: 
proves little or nothing as to the 
situation between passenger and 
driver,” they said. | 


“Imagination need not be 
strained to realize, so to speak, 
the lessened service forthcoming 
if passengers ceased tipping. This 
is not a matter of a gift disassoci- 
ated from service.”

ECLIPSE TO AID 
CHECK OF DISTANCE 
BETWEEN U.S., ASIA 


TOKYO, April 3 (AP)-—-Ameri- 
can and Japanese scientists ex- 
pect to measure the distance be- 
tween ‘the Asiatic and North 
American continents to within 100 
feet of absolute accuracy through 
observations of the solar eclipse 
May 9. 

This eclipse, of the annular or 
ring variety, also may furnish 
data which will make possible 
more accurate knowledge of ‘the 
siza, and shape of the earth. Ac- 
curately-timed motion pictures 
will be taken by cameras sta- 
tioned along the 6000-mile eclipse

islands. The time lapse of the 
eclipse between these stations 
will be determined with great pre- 
cision by timing the pictures with 
synchronized ‘clocks. This lapse 
can be translated into surface 
distance and also can be made 
to show the roundness of the

Customs police at Molfette, Adri- 
atic port in south Italy, said the 
ship’s cargo included 300 cases of 
sub-machine guns and rifles, more 
than 10,000 hand grenades, “a huge 
quantity of rifle ammunition” and 
“an immense variety of small 
ammunition.” 

Police identified the vessel as 
the 400-ton motorship Lino, an 
Italian vessel registered in Trieste. 
The ship was escorted to Bari and 
its Italian crew of seven, includ- 
ing the Italian commander, whose 
name was not divulged, were 
jailed. 

Police waid the weapons and 
ammunition were loaded in Fiume, 
in Yugoslav territory. The ves- 
sel’s papers listed the cargo as 
“timber and terra cotta pots” 
ae for Beirut, Lebanon, police 
said. 

Police quoted the ship’s captain 
as saying he had to put in at Mol- 
fetta because of motor trouble, 
but they said this was false be- 
cause the ship traveled to Bari 
under its own power. 

The crew and captain were ar- 
rested and the ship was seized, 
police said, “because there is very 
strong evidence they are engaged 
in gun running activity between

Belsures In Sicily. 
Simultaneously, Sicilian police 
uncovered big quantities of ma- 
chine guns, rifles, shotguns, hand 
grénades and ammunition in raids 
on five villages near Catania, the 
Ministry of Interior reported. Two 
hundred persons were arrested. 

The ministry said. police also 
found “uniforms and helmets of 
Russian type“ as well as red 
bandanas, berets. membership 
cards and other insignia in the 
new Communist semi- military 
Garibaldi brigades. The wearing 
of these is prohibited by law. 

Armored cars, trucks and 
motorcycles moved through Rome 
for an hour today in rehearsal 
for tomorrow’s parade of 20,000 
soldiers and police to celebrate, 
according to public announce- 
ment, the revival of Italian infan- 
try. Ten thousand will 
parade in Naples. 

The show of military might will 
also serve notice that the govern- 
ment is prepared for any Commu- 
nist attempt to seize power illeg- 
ally, informants said. Authorities 
have said they fear a revolt if 
Communists lose the 18 
election.

Americans Block Entry 
of Soviet Officials — 
8 Guards Quit Building 
After American Note 
Is Presented.

BERLIN, Sunday, April 4 (UP) 
— American troops abandoned 
their 32-hour blockade of the So- 
viet railway headquarters build- 
ing at 8 a.m. today. Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay, American military gover- 
nor, issued the withdrawal order 
after being notified that all Rus- 
sians had left the building. 


BERLIN, Sunday, April 4 (AP) 
— Eight armed Russian guards 
early today quit the Soviet mill- 
tary railroad headquarters in the 
American sector of Berlin which 
has been surrounded by American 
military police. 

The Russians left after Britain 
and the United States had pre- 
sented a stiffened front to Soviet 
pressure, and the United States 
had sent a note asking the Soviets 
to take “immediate stops” to re- 
move the guards. 

American military police said 
carly today, however, they be- 
lieved other Russians still were in 
the building. (The United Press 
said a general remained inside.) 

The American military police 
yesterday blocked about 40 Rus- 
sians from entering the offices 
where the Soviet zone rail net- 
work is directed, 


Road Block Set Up. 

The Americans earlier had set 
up a road oontrol point on the 
route by which Soviet officers mo- 
tor from their homes in Potsdam 
to their offices in downtown Ber- 
lin and for four hours subjected 
Russian traftic to inspection. 

There was no explanation of the 
blockade. It did not create much 
excitement, as the Russians began 
diverting their traffic to other 
routes as soon as they got wind 
of it. 

The British, through Deputy 
Military Governer Maj. Gen. Nevil 
C. D. Brownjohn, bluntly declared, 
"We will show the Russians t 
we are not going to be bullied. 

“Tt ig quite clear,” he told a 
press conference, “the Russians do 
not like our being in Berlin and 
they are trying to make our posi- 

on untenabdie,” 

London Reaction. 

However, in London, a British 
Foreign: Office spokesman said 
the Berlin situation “is not one 
which is incapable of solution.” 

The spokesman said the “situ- 
ation is normal except for the tem- 

orary hold-up of some trains. 

ther trains are running and the 
road traffic to and from Berlin is 
continuing.” 

The Americans continued to fly 
their aerial supply and passenger 
service into Templehof airdrome 
from Frankfurt. Thirty-two 
United States Air Force C-47 
transport made the run Saturday. 

The aerial ferry was continued 
although a 56-car American mili- 
tary freight train reached Berlin 
Friday night with only the cus- 
tomary presentation to the Rus- 
sians of the train commander's 
documents showing the contents 
of the cars. 

British Trains Cleared. 

The British, who sent two mili- 
tary freights through the Soviet 
zone the same way, said Gen. 
Sir Brian Robertson's special] pas- 
senger train with part of his 
staff aboard passed through the 
Soviet zone westward Friday also 
without incident. 

This seemed to indicate the Rus- 
sians were chiefly interested in 
controlling west-bound freight 
and east-bound passengers. 

Col. Frank L. Howley, head of 
United States Military Govern- 
ment in Berlin, said the building 
was cordoned off because the 
Russians had been sending in 
guards there “after dark.”

William George Davis, the Gov-

The case ended in 
acquittal of McKissick and seven 
political associates in United 
States District Court. 

Davis testified in the trial 10 
days ago that two city detectives 
were with him in a room at the 
Lennox at the time McKissick and 
his attorney, Louis Wagner, tried 
unsuccessfully to obtain a signed 
statement from him in which gen- 
eral denials were to be made to 
specific incidents to which Davis 
later testified. 

Appeal by Davis. 

The detectives were identified 
yesterday as Detective Sgt. Glenn 
Scism and Detective John Finan 
of the Secret Service Bureau who 
reported to Chief O'Connell that 
Davis accosted them near the hotel 
and said he suspected that “there 
was a plant” in a room McKissick 
had obtained for him and his wife. 

Sgt. Scism related that they 
went to a room occupied by Davis 
and there Davis tried to impress 
upon them the authenticity of his 
claim that he might be in danger 
by calling the Kansas City offices 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. 

Davis got a man purported to 
be an FBI agent on long distance 
and told him of his presence at 
the Lennox, Davis, who had been 
drinking, handed Scism the tele- 
phone and the FBI man explained 
that Davis was not wanted but 
was merely a witness, Sgt. Scism 
related. 

The detectives said they then 
left the hotel and subsequently a 
verbal report was made to the 
St. Louis offices of the FBI of the 
incident. It was later learned in 
the investigation that Davis had 
called Howard Chappel, a clerk

DANIEL JAMES MORAN DIES; 
LEGENDARY FIGURE IN OIL 


HOUSTON, Tex., April 3 (UP)— 
Daniel James Moran, founder and 
retired president of the multi-mil- 
lion dollar Continental Oil Co., 
died in a Houston hospital today. 
He was 59 years old, 

He retired from active partici- 
pation in the company’s affairs 
last year after guiding its destinies 
since the 1920s when Continental 
was organized out of the old Mar- 
land Oil Co. Moran was a legend- 
ary figure in an industry noted for 
enterprise and individuality, He 
began his oil career in his native 
Ohio with the Buckeye Oil Co. in 
1905. He made oil history for the 
next 42 years. He joined the 
Texas Co. where he served in such 
capacities as engineer, vice presi- 
dent, director and member of the 
executive committee. 

Moran directed the operations of 
the Texas Co. jn Mexico where 
rival oilmen said jestingly that 
“he financed a revolutfon every 

week if it would advance the in- 
terests of the Texas Co.”

Higher Taxes.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 3— 
The cost of State government in 
Missouri hag trebled in the last 
10 years. It reached nearly $300,- 
000,000 a year under appropria- 
tions for the 1948-49 fiscal year 
made by the Legislature which 
recessed late Friday night after 

@ three-month session. 

In addition to approving ex- 
penditures 20 per cent higher than 
for the 1947-48 fiscal year, the 
Legislature submitted constitu- 
tional amendments to be voted on 
next November, which, if adopted, 
will greatly increase taxes, and 
authorized definite tax increases 
in a few special areas. 

The constitutional amendments 
included a 1 per cent increase in 
the state sales tax to pay a bonus 
to veterans, and a 1% cent per 
Fallon increase in the gasoline tax 
to build country roads and city 
and town streets. 

These two proposed increases 
would take an additional $42,000,- 
000 a year from the taxpayers. 

St. Louis and St. Louis county 
residents working in St. Louis 
will pay an additional $5,000,000 
under the one-half of 1 per cent 
earnings tax which the city was 
authorized to impose, and in St. 
Louis county the county hospital 
tax was increased from 6 cents to 
12 cents on the $100 assessed 
valuation. 


Boost in School Taxes. 


School taxes in many areas out- 
side of St. Louis will be materially 
increased under a law requiring 
that school districts levy the 
maximum tax authorized by the 
constitution before they can ob- 
tain allotment of state aid for 
their schools. 

A flush condition of the state 
treasury, due largely to high sales 
tax collections in the inflationary 
end extraordinary business activ- 
ity period of the last few years 
provided an opportunity for in- 

state services along sev- 
eral lines. The Legislature delved 
into the accumulated funds to do 
many things that were impossible 
of financing several years ago. 

Social security expenditures for 
old-age pensions, aid to dependent 
children and general relief were 
increased $7,162,023 over last year 
to a total of $72,795,923. A total 


of $27,500,000 was allotted for new | 
buildings and rehabilitation of old 


buildings at the educational, elee- 
mosynary, penal and training 
school institutions, the amount 
including $2,000,000 for an addi- 
tional state office building in 
Jefferson City. There were in- 
creased allotments to the public 
schools, 

Some recognition was given to 
the need for increased salaries 
due to the high cost of living. A 
special appropriation of- $2,500,000 
made to the school system will 
be sufficient for an average in- 
crease in teachers’ salaries of 
about $100 a year. Increased sal- 
aries were provided for the per- 
sonnel] of the police department in 
St. Louis and Kansas City, and 
scattered increases for public of- 
fices throughout the State. 

On general lines, the record of 
the Legislature is commendable 
in any respects, although it 
failéd in a few instances to enact 
desirable laws. 


How &f, Louis Fared. 


St. Louis fared much better with 
this Legislature than it has with 
any of the previous ones in re- 
cent times. Faced with a possible 
municipal deficit of $6,000,000 the 
Kaufmann administration asked 
the Legislature for relief. 

In solving the city’s financial 
plight, the Legislature, in addi- 
tion to authorizing the imposition 
of an earnings tax, which is ex- 
pected to yield about $5,000,000 a 
year, relieved the city of approxi- 
mately $1,350,000 in expenditures 
in caring for insane persons and 
feeble-minded chiidren. Although 
St. Louis has contributed in tax- 
ation for the support of the state 
mental hospitals, it had cared for 
its own mental patients at its own 
expense, 

The Legislature authorized the 
transfer of the St. Louis sani- 
tarium and the St. Louis training 
school for feeble-minded children | 
to the state. 

Machinery was set up for co- | 
operation of St. Louis and East |

As Dr. Vannevar Bush, who headed 
the Office, of Scientific Research 
velopment during World War II, said re- 
cently, “Push-button warfare be damned. 
This talk does a lot of harm. The trouble 
is that the American people get to thinking 
in terms of pushing the buttons, and lose 
eight of the fact that, if there were a war 
‘tomorrow, it would be the same tough slug- 
‘ging match that the last one was.” Dr. 
Rush was in a position to know a lot about 
“gadget warfare.” 

And, while neither generals nor admirals 
@an prophesy the course which a war might 
take, it does appear that if the United 
States, a sea leviathan, and Russia, a land 
eolossus, become involved in war that the 
‘war will be one of a struggle for bases from 
which air power can be applied to the oppo- 
pent. If the United States gets the bases it 
needs, Russia can be contained and finally 
invaded. If Russia gains Europe and then 
the bases from which to hit the United 
States after Russia has built up her indus- 
trial potential, America will be in grave 
danger. 


How Armed Forces Might 
Respond to Attack on U. 8. 


In any event, a broad application of ordi- 
mary military strategy would indicate that 
if the United States were attacked, the na- 
tion's armed forces would attempt to carry 
out the following steps: (1) Intercept the 
attacks and keep the enemy from making 
follow-up attacks. (2) Hit back with all 
possible intensity. (3) Knock out the enemy 
bases and keep the enemy from getting any 
new bases. (4) Attain bases as near Russia 
and her satellites as possible in order to 
step up frequency and intensity of our coun- 
ter-attack. (5) Fight delaying actions in 
Europe, and possibly Korea, or, more likely, 
try desperately to evacuate key personnel 
from those areas. (6) With navy and air 


force, seal Russia within the Eurasian land | 


allied with us, as, quite likely, would be 
France, The Netherlands, Belgium, Italy, 
Rnpain, Greece and the countries of the Mid- 
die Fast. Rut, as W. B. Courtney, a recog- 
nized authority on military aviation, wrote 
in the March 27 issue of “Collier's”: “An 
unrecovered Europe could not resist the 
massed onslaught of the world's greatest 
land power. And United States air power 
today, even with Us atomic weapons, is not 
formidable enough to frighten off possible 
achemers of such an onslaught.“ Virtually 
all military and naval men in this country 
agree that Europe, with the possible excep- 
tion of Spain, would fall to the Russian 
steam roller within a period of three weeks 
to three months, despite all available assist- 
ance that Britain and the United States 
might give during the first several months 
of this titanic struggle. 


But once this relatively easy victory was 


won, Russia would be most busy in Western 
Europe, trying to convert it into a, fortress 
(as Hitler was unable to do) and utilizing 
the great ‘European industrial potential. 
And although Russia would be greatly ex- 


tended still she would have the advantage | 


of the central position from which she could 
bring pressure to bear in any one of several 
directions from Norway to Italy, from the 
Balkans te Iran, or all the way round to 
Riberia.

Our Air Force ef today and Navy planes 
from our present carriers, augmented by 
British air power, would not be strong 
enough during the first months of the war 
to do more than harass Russia in Western 
Europe—and possibly keep her from setting 
up bases in Spitsbergen, the Scandinavian 
peninsula, Iceland, Greenland and Africa.

Even the 
present civil war in Palestine could endan- 
ger that supply. They consider a synthetic 
oil program, based on resources now avail- 
able ingide the United States, essential for 
our national safety.

Important data in this 
field will be obtained when the United 
States Bureau of Mines installation at 
Louisiana, Mo., goes into operation this 
year. 

Government spokesmen, in the name of 
national security, now are talking about 
a nine-billion-dollar synthetic fuel pro- 
gram which— within 10 years — would 
create an industry that could supply 40 
per cent of the current oil consumption 
demands of this nation. The suggestion 
that such a program be launched is backed 
by a reminder of what happened during 
the last war when Japan suddenly cnt off 
our natural rubber supplies. 

In a statement to Congress recently, 
Secretary of Defense James Forrestal ar- 
gned that the Govermment should encovr-

age not only pilot plants but commercial- 

size plants in sufficient number to fur- 
nish basic engineering data. He said that 
oil is the “life blood of a war machine“ 
and that our foreseeable production from 
natural sources would fall some two mil- 
lion barrels a day below military and 
civilian requirements in another major 
conflict. 

Secretary of the Interior Julius A. Krug, 
reporting to Congress in February, said the 
“dawn of a synthetic-liquid-fuels era in the 
United States is coming fast.“ He said that 
with only 31 per cent of the world reserves 
of petroleum the United States cannot con- 
tinue to produce 63 per cent of the world's 
consumption, It was Krug who spoke of a 
synthetic fuel program costing nine billion 
dollars. 

“The nation already is squeezed between 
increasing demand and limited productive 
capacity,“ he said. ‘‘Last year, for the first 
time, oll and natural gas supplied more 
energy than coal. 

Rroved crude oll reserves in the United 
States total about 21 billion barrels. Indi- 
cated reserves in the Middle Fast now are 


placed at 27 billion barrels and the results | 
of exploratory drilling in this area are 80 4 coat of abont 3700,00. 


above 50 billion barrels. Thus, while the 
United States remains by far the world’s 
greatest consumer of petroleum, the pro- 
duction center now appears to be moving 
io the Middle Fast.“ 

Government geologists have expressed 
alarm that discovery of new reserves in this 
country has not kept pace with the increase 
in consumption. Private industry, however, 
in inclined to adopt a go slow” attitude on 
synthetic fuel production, Several alterna- 
tive plans have been proposed. 

Ralph K. Davies, oil man and wartime 
deputy petroleum administrator, has sug- 
gested that exploitation of the tidelands be 
given priority over synthetic fuels develop- 
ment. Dr. E. V. Murphree, president of 
the Standard Oil Development Co., has pro- 
posed a five-year stockpiling program to be 
handled by the petroleum industry at a cost 
of $2,500,000,000. This would meet all 
military needs, he sald. 

The danger of depending on a stock- 
pile was pointed out to Congress by Col. 
J. A. Vogel, executive officer for the 
Armed Services Petroleum Board, who 
advocated creation of a synthetic industry. 
Stockpiling would be useless unless ‘‘ef- 
fective and complete,“ he said, recalling 
disastrous German dependence on an in- 
adequate stockpile. 

The United Mine Workers have still an- 
other approach. The union's Journal de- 
clared recently: 


Wse are convinced in the face of the huge 
expenditures required to establish synthetic 
processing plants, the money for which can 
only come from the Government, that a 
saner appraisal of the way to supply our 
fuel requirements should be directed toward 
the conservation of oil and gas by withdraw- 
ing their use for domestic heating and manu- 
facturing purposes.“ 

The American Chemical Society, however, 
has supported development of a synthetic 
oil industry on at least a modest scale. So- 
ciety spokesmen view the liquid fuel prob- 
lem as ‘first and foremost one of national 
defense.“ 

The Government plan, as set out by Secre- 
tary Krug, is that construction of three com- 
mercial-size plants te serve as protoypes 
should be undertaken as soon as possible at 


ond coal in the hydrogenation process and 
the third coal in the gas synthesis process. 
Total capacity would be about 30,000 barrels 
of oll a day. A House committee already 
has held hearings on a bill authorizing the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation to lend 
funds to private industry for these plants. 

‘Pilot plant operations conducted by the 
Department of the Interior Bureau of Mines 
have furnished a body of. information for 
use in setting up proposed commercial-size 
plants. Congress recently approved an ad- 
ditional $30,000,000 appropriation for re- 
search. 

A key place in the research picture 
will be occupied by the Gover t-owned 
wartime synthetic ammonia plant at 
Louisiana, Mo., which is being rebuilt by 
the Bureau of Mines to demonstrate two 
processes for converting coal to oil. 

The first unit now is being erected at a 
cost of about $7,000,000. Construction of 
a second unit of a synthetic liquid fuel dem- 
onstration plant at Louisiana is scheduled 
to be started within the next three months. 
It will cost some $4,413,000. The first unit 
is to be in operation by mid-summer and 


i 


the second unit by September, 1949. 


A Bureau of Mines demonstration plant 
for the third major type of conversion, oil- 
shale to oil, went into operation last May 
at Rifle, Colo., and has been producing at 
the rate of about 60 barrels a day. It fs 
estimated on the basis of these experimental 
runs that the price of producing crude shale 
oil on a large scale would be from $2 to 
32.50 a barrel. Such oil would not compare 
favorably in quality with oil produced from 
natural petroleum now selling at those 
prices, but the Bureau of Mines thinks the 
figures would be tompetitive if pri con- 
tinue to increase for natural petroleum. 

A Bureau refinery is now under con- 
struction at Rifle, also. Pending completion, 
the shale oll is being used in laboratory 
engine tests and refining studies. By rela- 
tively simple refining, crude shale oil yields 
residual fuel oil suitable for use in ships or 
utility plants. 

The synthetic fuels program, in all its 
phases, is both expensive and requiring the 
keenest scientific research... If the full pro- 
gram is adopted there may he some inciden- 
tal peace-time benefits—but its chief justi-

tive in the continual tug-of-war of the Amer- 
ican governmental system. Russia began 
showing that suspicion of the West which 
came to seem almost psychopathic. The 
overthrow of wartime controls, first encour- 
aged and then opposed by Truman, promptly 
developed into inflation. 


At the time of the OPA fight Truman had 
replaced most of the prominent New Dealers 
with his own group of advisers. They were 
frequently plodding conservatives, like See. 
retary of the Treasury Snyder, in marked 
contrast to the brilliant, it erratic, group of 
Roosevelt consorts. Chester Bowles, how- 
ever, waa left, and went into action with all 
his strength for a continuation of pries con- 
trols. He had the President’s support Con- 
gress passed a bill crippling the OPA. Tru- 
man vetoed it. But then the President de- 
gan to retreat. Just before the 1946 (“Had 
Enough?) election, Truman capitulated. 
He wiped out controls, evidently hoping this 
would curb the GOP tide. On the con- 
trary, Republicans won a complete victory. 
They captured both houses of Congress. 


There could be no doubt what this meant. 


It was a repudiation of the Truman Admin- 


istration, a development which traditionally 
precedes the capture of the White House 
itself by the victorious party two years 
hence. Two years of divided control would 
mean indecision and stalemate as it had un- 
der Wilson and Hoover, 


If Truman stepped up his liberal program, 
however, he might draw a sharp distinction 
between his policies and those of Congress. 
Judging by the past, the GOP would prob- 
ably win in 1948, but Truman still had a 
chance by taking a militant attitude. 

In the two years that have followed, 
there has been no absolute deadlock be- 
tween White House and Congress. But 
on issue after issue in the domestic field 
divided power has meant disagreement 
and drift. Veterans’ houses went un- 
built, prices soared, social problems were 
ducked, tax decisions were delayed, infla- 
tion continued, and each side held the 
other responsible, 


Truman's attitude has tended to be one 
of sorrow rather than anger toward Con- 
gress, punctuated by a series of resounding . 
vetoes that went off like big guns withont 
much supporting small fire. So it was in 
the tax bills, the Taft-Hartley Act, the wool- 
tariff grab and the like. Truman's mes- 
sages have been filled with authentie New 
Deal social mmendations, but few of 
these have been strongly pressed. 


Selection of Ed Pauley 
Twice Ended in Disaster. 


Certainly such amiable mediocrities ax 
George Allen, Commodore Vardaman and 
Major General Vaughan do not rouse sup- 
porters’ fervor. Truman let men like Bowles 
and former Housing Expediter Wilson 
[Wyatt slip from his Administration. He de- 
moted Marriner Eccles as head of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board in favor of a Republican 
manufacturer. 


Truman’s protracted love affair with 
Ed Pauley is a matter of history. He 
named him to three federal posts, and 
twice the selection ended in disaster. 


One muses over the Pauley and other in- 
cidents with a feeling that Truman some- 
times does not appreciate the big iasues 
with which he deals. Pauley represented 
state ownership of tidelands oll, yet Tru- 
man picked him for Undersecretary of Navy 
when the Government was battling for fed- 
eral ownership. Truman denounced gain 
speculation, and Pauley was up to his neck 
in the commodity market. 

On the porch at Reelfoot Lake, Tennessee, 
Truman casually told reporters the United 
States would keep the atomic bomb to itself 
and seemed surprised when correspondents 
dashed off with the news. Again, Truman 
has made a really remarkable botch of the © 
Palestine issue, first favoring, then dyna- 
miting, partition. Another instance: before 
ousting Wallace, he told a press conference 
he had read the draft of the Madison Square 
Garden speech and approved it in its entire- 
ty. It is difficult to see how he could have 
failed to grasp the significance of this Wal- 
lace attack on Byrnes’s policy but, from his 
own statement, he did. 

The picture emerges of President Truman 
as a well-meaning man, struggling with 
problems more complex, perhaps, than those 
which bewildered any of his predecessors 
and doing his best in a job he never asked 
or. His constructive accomplishments de- 
serve to be noted, along with his difficulties. 

First of all, Truman’s conciliatory policy 
toward Congress has helped to keep Ameri- 
can foreign policy out of politics and has 
led to the passage of the Marshall Plan. 

He is a small man in a big chair, But he 
can be pushed only so far. He chose David 
E. Lilienthal as head of the civilian Atomic 
Energy Commission and stuck to him man- 
fully against the prolonged, venomous at- 
tack of Senators like McKellar and Tett. 
He has shown considerable gumption in 
resisting the demands of congressional 
witchhunters for secret FBI loyalty files. 

He has stuck boldly and manfully to his 
clvil-rights program against attacks from 
the Southerners in his own party. 

It seems doubtful, however, that the 
foregoing balance sheet will elect Truman 
next November. It ita even uncertain 
whether he will get nominated at the rate 
the present Democratic schism is growing.

Great Job for a Great Man 


Many Americans believe that President Tru- 
man should draft Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower to 
go to Moscow at once to do all that can honor- 
ably be done to halt the drift toward war. Rep- 
resentative Case of South Dakota and others are 
making this suggestion. The idea of such a 
mission was indorsed yesterday by Senators Hill 
and Wiley. We join wholeheartedly in the pro- 
posal. 

We believe that Gen. Eisenhower should be 
drafted to perform this mission for peace in the 
world because he is fitted for it as is no one 
else. 

Gen. Eisenhower was Supreme Commander of 
the Allies in Western Europe. He had many 
dealings with the Russians. He knows some of 
their upper command and he and some of their 
military leaders have been friends. For Gen. 
Eisenhower to meet again with the Russians 
would recall the time when the United States 
and Russia were allies against a common enemy. 

Gen. Eisenhower is known to the Russians as 
the military leader who launched the second 
front in World War II. He is identified as the 
commander who relieved them of bearing the 
full fury of the Nazi war. He répresents some- 
thing the Russians came to appreciate from ex- 
perience—American military skill and might. 

Gen. Eisenhower is a rarely able negotiator. 
As Supreme Commander, he proved himself dip- 
lomat no less than military leader. He handled 
grave problems of statecraft. He dealt openly 
and understandingly with British, French, Polish, 
Belgian, Dutch and other sensitive groups. He 
could now sit down with the Russians and talk 
frankly, fairly and honestly. He could make it 
plain that the United States and Russia can only 
suffer by war, that both countries have much to 
gain by preserving peace in the world. 

Gen. Eisenhower is more than a distinguished 
soldier and a proved diplomat. He is now the 
leading private citizen of this country. Political 
workers in both parties have been eager to per- 
suade him to be their presidential nominee. 
After removing himself from consideration for 
the Republican ticket, he has had to take a simi- 
lar stand with respect to the Democratic nomina- 
tion. He is so highly esteemed in both parties 
that it has even been proposed that he run on 
both tickets and be elected by acclamation. 

Gen. Eisenhower, therefore, could perform 
this great mission for peace on a wholly disin- 
He could keep the task above 
No one 


terested basis. 
and apart from presidential politics. 
else could do this in the way that he could do. 

Gen. Eisenhower could go to work in Moscow 
in a minimum of time. A meeting between Gen. 
Eisenhower and Marshal Stalin could be held 
almost as soon as Gen. Eisenhower arrived. 

No one can predict that such a conference 
would be entirely or even partially successful. 
There is no way of knowing in advance. But it 
would be worth the effort many times over what- 
ever the odds against it. Even if it is a 1000-to- 
1 shot, it is worth trying. 

Even though it failed it would impress the 
world that the United States is ready to sit down 
at the table and to try to arrange a settlement of 
the cold war. It would do more for our moral 
leadership than anything else we could do at 
this time. It would prove that we are willing to 
take the initiative in a full exploration of con- 
ditions which, if not arrested, threaten to bring 
about a third world war. 

President Truman should draft Gen. Eisen- 
hower. A great task awaits a great man.

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Who Invented the Highball? 


The mystery of who invented the highball is 
probably only going to deepen and mellow with 
time, for R. C. Magill, manager of the Racquct 
Club, instead of choosing among three candi- 
dates for the honor, nominates a fourth. 

H. L. Mencken in “The American Language” 
had already said that the highball was variously 
credited to an unidentified bartender in the 
Parker House at Boston and to Patrick Gavin 
Duffy, who in his “Official Mixer's Manual“ 
said that the New York Times had certified his 
claim. Carlos Hurd of the Post-Dispatch wrote 
in the chapter on St. Louis in the book “Our 
Fair City“ that the highball was named by Lil- 
burn MeNair, grandson of Missouri’s first gover- 
nor and Gay Nineties bon vivant. Mr. Magill 
now comes forward and says that it was an 
anonymous genius but not at the Parker House 
in Boston—it was at the University Club in St. 
Louis. 

Mr. Magill is quoted in Belldws & Co.'s Table 
Talk” as saying the drink was first called a 
“ball,” from the ball of ice that went into an 
eight-ounce glass along with an ounce of bour- 
bon and club soda. People who wanted a longer 
drink asked for a “high ball,” which was éven 
taller than the present highball, and they came 
to be so much in the majority that no one hears 
anyone ask for a “ball” any longer. The fad 
spread to the St. Louis Club, which its members 
began calling “the Highball Club.” 

Mr. Magill also has something to say about 
the gin rickey, which he says was invented by 
Col. Joe Rickey, a lobbyist, about 1890 at the St. 
Louis Club. Bitters or seltzer was the popular 
accompaniment for gin in those days, but he pre- 
ferred lime and soda pop, or sweet soda, as it is 
called now, and the Colonel’s rickey was the 
natural consequence. 

It would be nice to be positive who invented 
these drinks, but it is still nicer to be positive 
that they have been invented. We suppose they 
had to be. The ingredients were destined for 


each other. If there had never been a Col. Joe 
Rickey, or a Patrick Gavin Duffy, or an anony- 
mous bartender at the Parker House in Boston, 
or another Anonymous at the University Club in 
St. Louis, people today would probably still be 
drinking whisky with seltzer, and gin with lime 
and soda—and whatever word they called either 
by, they would have pronounced it excellent. 
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An Insult Resented 


The cartoonists of the United States—and 
their publishers—have been handed about as 
shoddy an insult as ever was set in type. 

The affront took the form of cartoon contest 
announcement made in Editor & Publisher by 
the self-styled. National: Physicians’ Committee. 
This is a group that has been fighting the Mur- 
ray-Wagner-Dingell bill and other efforts to pre 
vide adequate medical care through governmen 
aid for those who cannot otherwise afford it. 

Selective service statistics proved more con- 
clusively than ever that reforms in medical eco- 
nomics are necessary if the United States is to 
check an appalling waste of human energy and 
human life. But instead of using its profession- 
al knowledge to help government determine how 
this can be best done, the National Physicians’ 
Committee has set itself solidly against the na- 
tional welfare. : : 

To push its campaign, it has hit upon a pop- 
corn-and-peanuts prize contest for “cartoons por- 
traying artists’ appraisal of the Political Dis- 
tribution of Medical Care in the United States.” 
But the artists’ honest opinions are not wanted. 
Some fancy doubletalk about “personal inde- 
pendence” and “collective integrity” makes it 
obvious that no cartoon supporting governmen- 
tal aid to medicine will have a chance. 

If independence and integrity are so fine for 
doctors, how about leaving a shred or two to car- 
toonists? Why suggest so brazenly that they 
“sell out” for a top prize of a mere $1000? Why 
suggest that at least nine cartoonists will be in- 
terested in “also-ran” prizes of $100 each? 

The contest rules, calling for formal approval 
of publishers, permission to reprint, and 10 
copies of the publications in which cartoons ap- 
peared, reveal this to be nothing more than a 
cheap and clumsy effort to buy favorable com- 
ment for the weak side in an argument of the 
utmost public interest. As such, it is despicable. 

Editor & Publisher denounced the contest in 
its next issue as one that offered rewards for 
doing a slanted job in newspapers and maga- 
zines.” It called on the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors and other groups to take 
action, 

It published a letter from Ralph L. Crosman, 
director of the College of Journalism of the 
University of Colorado, in which he said: “Every- 
one who understands the purpose of a free press 
in a democracy will deny the right of the Com- 
mittee thus to attempt to corrupt the press.” 

Fortunately, the doctors who made this sordid 
attempt to buy testimonial advertising by no 
means have the right to speak for their profes- 
sion as a whole. They are going to hear blunt 
words from doctors as well as from cartoonists 
and editors.

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When Ants Become Human 

Ten thousand Army ants, tbe blitzkrieg of 
tropical jungles, have been brought to the United 
States by Dr. Theodore C. Schneirla of the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History. They are 
brought only for study, which is a good thing, 
because the army or driver or legionary ant, for 
his size, is about the most fearful thing alive, 
and what he lacks in size he makes up for in 
astronomical numbers. When his regiments 
march, insects, reptiles, mammals fall before his 
meat-hunger.

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Why Russia Spanks Its Composers 


From „Listen, the Guide to Good Music,” New York 


The repudiation of their composers by 
the Soviets, which coincides with a new 
popularity of Khatchaturian in the United 
States, raises the question of artistic in- 
tegrity anew. The editorial in Pravda, at- 
tacking the formerly favorite musical sons, 
Prokofieff, Shostako- 
vitch, Khatchaturian 
and colleagues, has 
not come as a total 
surprise. After all, 
one is used to such 
about-faces from the 
Soviet Union which 
has practiced similar 
tactics in its politics 
during the past two 


decades. 


One is also prone 
not to take the at- 
tack too seriously. Vitriolic invectives and 
mpd-slinging have become a conversational 
routine in the style of Soviet writers. 


But there is no mistaking the importance 
and effect of this attack. Pravda’s word 
is law—and although artists seem to fare 
better than factory managers, Who are 
usually sent to Siberia without being fore- 
warned, none of the composers mentioned 
in the editorial has dared to proceed along 
previously held musical lines. And there is 
hardly any need for this—since once you 
have accepted a dictate, you have recog- 
nized its principle and might as well pur- 
sue all its gyrations, 


Naturally, They Plead Guilty 


Neither Prokofieff, Shostakovitch nor 
Khatchaturian is a sterling enough char- 
acter not to indulge in the necessary 
breast-beating and self-flagellation. Al- 
ready they have confessed their guilt in 
succumbing to the wiles of capitalist in- 
trigue in their previous works—which, of 
course, throws a strange light upon those 
who have enjoyed these works including 
Mr. Stalin—and have now asserted that 
they will do their stuff as they are told. 


Shostakovitch 


The actual content of the attack is pos- 
sibly more interesting than the composers’ 
reaction to it. Pravda berates the compos- 
ers for having sought refuge in the forms 
of absolute music, having written sympho- 
nies and chamber music to the practical 
exclusion of operas, ballets and songs. In 
so doing they have neglected the rich 
treasure of Russian folklore, have em- 
braced values and textures of “capitalist” 
music, have rejected Soviet reality and 
have fallen for a bourgeois formalism. 


Pravda Is Quite Right 


The critic of Pravda, inspired as usual 
by higher authorities, is quite right. Ever 
since the Renaissance, that is, since the be- 
ginning of large-scale capitalism, the West- 
ern world has held symphonic and cham- 
ber music in highest esteem. 


Whether this makes the music “capital- 
ist” is hardly the point. But it is a matter 
of historical truth that capitalism has fur- 
thered this music and has brought it to 
the widest masses in an ever-expanding 
cultural program. 

Russian policies have concurred in bring- 
ing music to the masses. But instead of 
educating the masses to music, as the West 
has done persistently if only inadvertently, 
Russia has endeavored to de-educate its 
composers, 

It has insisted on folk music because this 
is the only music familiar to the Russian 


man in the street. And if we are hard 
pressed at understanding why an Uzbekian, 
having traveled a thousand miles from his 
home town to hear a symphony in Moscow, 
should be delighted at hearing his grand- 
father’s harvest song again in the concert 
hall, we must remember that anything un- 
familiar, unusual, that lies outside the 
drabness of Soviet daily life, creates anxi- 
ety and fear in the Soviet citizen. 


Repelling the Cultural Invasion 


For at no point can he be sure that what 
he is enjoying is not poison to his social- 
ist mind. He has seen Richard Strauss 
come and go; he has experienced the musi- 
cal pendulum swing from extremist noise 
music to a simple Khatchaturian waltz. 
And in all this turmoil there has been only 
one center of stability—Mother Russia and 
Father Stalin, Grandfather Lenin and 
Grandmother Kalinin, The “Red Sarafan” 
proved in the end a much safer bet than 
the scores of “Red Army Marches and 
Songs” by contemporary composers. 

The sudden switch is not inexplicable. 
During the war years one and only one is- 
sue lay before the Soviet people—the war 
itself. Then it was sufficient to write an 
abstract symphony, call it “The Siege of 
Leningrad” and be done with it. There 
was no mistaking the political meaning of 
it all, 


But the problems of the postwar world 
are more intricate and the seductions of 
the West, now seen for the first time by 
millions of Red Army soldiers, have be- 
come a reality for a great part of the 
Soviet citizenry. It is not enough any more 
to write music; music must have its direct, 
immediate propaganda value, 


The Cult of Drabness 


It must glorify once more the Soviet 
reality in concrete and glowing terms; it 
must express not only in music, but also 
in words and action, that there is no better 
place under the sun than Mother Russia, 
notwithstanding the actual experiences 
many citizens have had in the West, and 
notwithstanding the fact that Russia has 
acted like a stepmother to its once beloved 
composers. 


The composers, now summoned to glorify 
Soviet reality, have heeded the call. Faced 
with the choice between faking a reality 
in art or making the acquaintance of the 
reality of a Siberian labor camp, the aver- 
age human being has no alternative. And 
it is precisely these average human beings 
which the Soviet Union has produced ever 
since its existence in the endeavor to kill 
the spirit of free and democratic creation.

HE italian Republic will elect its first Parliament April 18. 
The issues are worldwide and the stakes are global. The whole 
world is watching how Italians vote in a vital test of strength 


between Communist and anti-Communist forces. 
The reason: As Italy goes, so the technical claim that it was 


may nearly all the rest of Europe. 
Here is how many diplomats 
and high-ranking Italians in Rome 
dee the situation: 
Italy is the west's frontline 
bastion in Europe, It can be 
reached by sea from the west. 
It connects by land with Rus- 
sia’s eastern sphere of influence 
and with France. 
If the Communists fail to win 
a controlling position in Italy 
through the election, the spread 
— Soviet influence may be halt- 


But should Italy fall into 
Communist hands, Soviet influ- 


ence would receive a powerful | 


forward thrust. 

The result, these sources be- 
lieve, probably would be 
eventual inclusion of all Conti- 
nental Europe, except Spain and 
Portugal, within the Russian 
orbit. 


Communism is armed and 
poised in Greece: If the west had 
its Italian footing cut away, Ath- 
ens might be placed under strong- 
er pressure from Communist-led 
guerrillas now active in the moun 
tains close to Bulgaria, Yugo- 
slayia and Albania. 


Turkey never has believed in 
sticking out its neck. Right after 
Italy joined the war in 1940, Tur- 
key began trying to find a way 
to live with Hitler. Not until the 
Allies conquered Italy did Turkey 
feel safe in rejoining the west. 

If Italy falls to Communism it 
is possible that, much as Turkey 
hates Communism and fears Rus- 
sia’s 100-year-old desire for the 
Turkish Straits, Ankara may feel 
it wiser to get back on the diplo- 
matic tightwire. 

France Affected, Too. 


A Communist victory in Italy 
would weaken seriously the posi- 
tion of the French Government. 
In the last two years, the rise 
and fall of Communist strength 
often has followed virtually the 
same pattern in France and Italy. 
Many observers in Rome think 
three months would be a long 
time for an antiCommunist gov- 
ernment in France to hold out 
after a Communist victory in 
Italy. 

Should France go Communist, 
United States forces in Germany 
and Austria would be flanked by 
Communist territory on the west 
as well as on the east. 

Scandinavia and the Low Coun- 
tries, observers here predict, 
would feel immediate and strong 
Soviet pressure if Communism 
should win in Italy. 


Highly capitalistic Switzerland 
would have a hard time staying 
capitalistic in the middle of a 
Communist Europe, they say. 

Italy's voters number some 26, 
000,000. On election day they will 
choose a Parilament of two 
houses Chamber of Deputies and 
Senate. 


The campaign is shadowed by 
a widespread fear that, before 
or after the election, the pow- 
erful extreme left may resort to 
strong measures to gain control 
of the country. 

These measures could be: 
(1) a strike wave; (2) an up- 
rising by underground Commu- 
nist forces known to exist, 
about 50,000 strong, in the 
strategic north; (3) or both. 
Vice-Premier Randolfo Pacciar- 

di of the moderate leftist Repub- 
lican party, head of the Cabinet 
Committee on Public Order, does 
not foresee an attempted revolt 
oon. 


The extremists realize they 
have lost in the field of violence,” 
he said in an interview. “The po- 
lice have been enormously rein- 
forced in numbers, arms and or- 
ganization. They are rationaily 
placed about the country with 
due regard to danger areas. We 
dan break any attempt to seize 
power.“ 

Pacciardi's opinion carries 
weight. He is a veteran of Span- 
ish loyalist forces and Italian par- 
tisan fighting. He knows the Com- 
munists well. He broke with them 
only last December when he 
joined the Cabinet. 


Nevertheless, other politicians 
of the right, center and left — 
plus soa diplomatic observers — 
believe there is a strong chance 
of trouble. They fear it may rise 
out of a contest over the right to 
form a Cabinet. 


Here is the possible situation: 
Parliament elects the president 
of the republic and approves the 


until it has a vote of confidence 
from Parliament, It must leave 
when it no longer can get a ma- 
jority vote in both houses, - 

Thus, the political makeup of 
Parliament decides the kind of 
government. A party or coalition 
with a majority against it cannot 
get into office or stay in. 

The Communists have a power- 
ful coalition in their Popular 
Front. This takes in their own 
party. the pro-Communist Italian 
Socialist majority and a half dozen 
emall left wing parties. 


Most observers agree this coali- 
tion will get more seats in the 
Chamber of Deputies than any 
single opposi party — at least 
35 per cent. Many think 40 per 
cent, some say up to 45. 

Some believe the main anti- 
Communist party, Premier Alcide 
de Gasperi’s Christian Democrats, 
Will get 30 to 35 per cent and the 
whole anti-Communist coalition 55 
to 60 per cent. 

But the Popular Front, for the 
election at least, is submerging 
party identities. Suppose it elects 
the biggest delegation to the 
chamber and then presents its 
deputies, not as parcela of Com- 


munists, Socialista and others, bat c 


as a solid group of 
Front deputies.”

Some Christian Democrats, Re- 
publicans and anti-Communist 
Socialists ridicule this reasoning.

But those who foresee trouble say 
the Communists would fight to 
back their claim. 

Actually, Luigi Longo, Italy’s 
No. 2 Communist, already has 
served notice the Communists in- 
tend to seize the government by 
force if denied “the power the 
majority wil] give us” in the elee- 
tion.

Action on Trieste Cited. 


The western powers’ dramatic 
announcement March 20 inviting 
Russia to negotiate with them for 
the return of Trieste free terri- 
tory to Italy is considered one of 
the potentially strongest diplo- 
matic blows yet struck by the 
west against Communism in Italy. 

Stunned and surprised Commu- 
nists were hard-pressed to find 
an effective counter-blow. A week 
later, they had rallied their propa- 
ganda forces to label the Trieste 
proposal “western intervention in 
the electoral campaign” and an in- 
citement to war. 

Yugoslavia put out a feeler, ex- 
pressing willingness to see Italy 
get Trieste, but only as a trade 
for the Italian city of Gorizia. It 
was quickly and flatly rejected by 
the Italian Government. 

The Marshall plan has become 
a hotly debated campaign issue, 
but nobody is willing to predict 
its effect on the election. 

Simultaneously with Russia’s op- 
position to ERP, Italian Commu- 
nism made the plan its chief 
bogeyman. The Communists have 
depicted the program as “Ameri- 
can imperialism” aimed at turning 
Italy into an American colony and 
making the rich richer. 

For anti-Communists, the plan 
promises a hopeful future where 
before there were few definite 
ideas on how to keep up the 
functioning of Italy’s capitalistic 
economy, wrecked by the war and 
starved for raw materials and for- 
eign credits. Therefore, say Ameri- 
cans watching the campaign, it 
has given hope to a people so dis- 
couraged they might otherwise 
have swung to Communism’s con- 
trolled economy in their grasp for 
security.

Abroad on constabulary duty are 
100,000 in Germany and Austria, 
5000 in Trieste, and 130,000 in Japan 
and Korea. In this country there 
are but four divisions ready to 
take the field. 

Russian Air Force a Question. 

The Russian air force ig a major 
question mark. The Russians de- 
veloped their air force during 
World War II almost entirely as 
a tactical adjunct of the ground 
army. (Tactically, planes are used 
over or near the scene of battle. 
Strategically, they are used 
against a nation’s vital centers.) 
Strategic bombing was something 
they knew little about. They had 
chiefly fighters, dive bombers and 
reconnaissance planes’ with very 
few night fighters and long-range 
bombers. Their maintenance must 
have been of the best because 
they kept their air force operating 
on poor fields in the snow, mud, 
ice and bitter cold of the world's 
worst weather. 

Hanson Baldwin wrote more 
than a year ago: “There is little 
doubt but that Russia can develop 
a strategic bombing force—and 
with much less difficulty than they 
can develop a navy—if they wish 
to do 80.“ 

It is possible that Russia may 
have manufactured around a thou- 
sand big bombers copied after our 
B-29s, but a more accurate esti- 
mate might be about 300. As for 
jet fighters, Russia corraled prac- 
tically all the German jet experts, 
and it is believed that they are 
ahead of us in numbers of these 
planes. 

What Russia Got From Germany. 

In answer to those who think 
Russia lacks the know-how to pro- 
duce good planes, there is this as- 
sertion from Gill Robb Wilson, 
aviation editor of the New York 
Herald Tribune: “At the end of 
the war Russia inherited the most 
comprehensive aeronautical re- 
search program on earth, a vast 
supply of machine tooling, and 
the German scientific staff which 
largely fell into her hands. Since 
the war, the acientific program 
has continued without interrup- 
tion.“

close. If a third world war should 
come, it will most certainly be 
featured by unrestricted subma- 
rine warfare on a grand acale 
from the instant the first shot 
is fired or bomb dropped. 

What Menace Could Mean. 

“Any nation so attacked, which 


has in the past followed a demo- 


cratic Pollyanna policy with re- 
aspect to readiness to meet the 
submarine menace, will find its 
shipping completely throttled from 
the outset. To the United States, 
paralysis of her shipping would 
mean swift invasion by the enemy. 
Surely we have learned the les- 
son that to keep war from our 
own soil we must meet and de- 
stroy its threat across the ocean. 
Shipping is the first essential for 
that purpose.” 

In the light of this information, 
just how vulnerable would the 
Navy's big carriers, especially the 
contemplated 80,000-tonners, be to 
the Russian submarine? It our 
anti-submarine techniques and 
tactics would take care of enemy 
submarines, it is certain that ul- 
timate victory would be much 
easier. If not, we would suffer 
heavily.

AJ. GEN. JAMES M. GAVIN, 
the author of “Airborne War- 
fare“ a condensed extract 
from which appears in the 
columns to the right-—came up 
the hard way. A native of New 
York City, he enlisted in the 
Army aa a private at the age of 
17. At 37 he was a two-star gen- 
eral commanding the Eighty-sec- 
ond Airborne Division in France 
and Germany in World War II. 

He is a graduate of West Point, 
the officers’ course of the Infan- 
try School, the Parachute School 
and the Command and General 
Staff School. 

Gen, Gavin is now chief of staff 
for the Fifth Army with head- 
quarters in Chicago, He will be 
the principal Army Day speaker 
here in St. Louis at 12:15 p.m. 
Tuesday at the DeSoto Hotel. 

After enlistment, Gavin was as- 
signed to the Second Coast Artil- 
lery. Soon a promising corporal, 
he was appointed to West Point 
and four years later, in June 1929, 
he was graduated and commis 
sioned a second lieutenant. 

Lt. Gavin entered the Air Corps 
at Brooks Field, Texas. From 
there he went to the Infantry 
School at Fort Benning, Ga., 
thence to the Thirty-eighth Infan- 
try at Fort Sill, Okla. He did 
a two-year tour of duty with the 
Philippine Scouts in the Philip- 
pines, After that were different 
assignments in the States, 

He was sent to the Provisional 
Parachute Group and then the 
503rd Parachute Battalion at For 
Benning in September, 1941, as a 
major. 

Major Gavin assumed command 
of the 505th Parachute Regimental 
Combat Team. With this team, he 
went overseas in January, 1943. 
He parachute-landed in Sicily 
July 10, 1943, and later, in Sep- 
tember, parachute-landed again at 
Salerno on the Italian mainland. 

A brigadier general by now, he 
was appointed assistant divisional 
commander of the 82d Airborne. 
With the 82d, he parachuted into 
Normandy on June 6, 1944. Made 
divisional commander, he led the 
82d jump to Nijmegen, Holland, in 
September, 1944; and subsequently 
took part in the reduction of the 
German penetration of the Ar- 
dennes—the Battle of the Bulge. 

His decorations include the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross with oak 
leaf cluster, the Purple Heart, the 
Silver Star and the British Dis- 
tinguished Service Order.

derlying the methods do not 
change. It is therefore possible, 
by a thorough and fully open- 
minded study of the trend of de- 
velopment in the means of war- 
fare, to determine what the fu- 
ture methods are most likely to 
be. The latitude and power we 
shall be able to employ in con- 
ducting a possible future war can 
be accurately measured in terms 
of the future development of our 
arms, transportation and equip- 
ment. 

J am assuming that there will 
be a definite need for troops to 
fight on the ground.

Need for Ground Fighting. 

The ground fighting may or 
may not be severe or prolonged, 
but that there will be need for 
such fighting in some form does 
appear to be inevitable. Not be- 
cause there will be an effective 
active defense against the use of 
atomic power; for there is no 
such defense, but because dis- 
persion and other passive security 
measures will have been taken. 


{| Many installations will have been 


placed underground and troops

In view of the traditionally non- 
aggressive role of our country, I 
think it can be assumed that, 
initially at least, the foregoing 
would be targets for the airborne 
troops of the enemy.

George Stewart's 
“Names on the Land.“ 
was a good title and a good idea, 
this tracing down the origin of 
American place names. But the 
book proved slow going and was 
shelved without being finished, 
for possible future reference. 
Stewart's present book, written 
as a novel, has no such intrigu- 
ing title nor would the subject 
seem to have broad appeal. Yet 
‘from the opening paragraph it 
kept me reading until I'd turned 
the last page, which was long 
after midnight and a late hour 

for a farmer. 

The villain of his story is a 
fire in one of the great ponder- 
Sea pine forests of northern Call- 
fornia. The heroes are men, 
many of them anonymous, who 
fight the fire and finally con- 
quer it. Nature sits in—as she 
Slways does in mans affairs-- 
as an impersonal element. In 
this case it is weather, which 
sometimes helps and sometimes 
hinders man in his battle against 
fire. 

One needs no special 
edge of the forest, nor of the 
foresters who administer this 
great timbered area, to appre- 
ciate the insights which Stewart 
developed as he gathered ma- 
terial for his book. He under- 
stands the old ranger who 
knows every inch of his forest, 
loves every tree in it, and loses 
his battle against the fire be- 
cause he cannot fight it dispas- 
sionately. He understands equal- 
ly well the forest supervisor, who 
sees the ponderosa as a great re- 
newable resource to be managed 
wisely for man's use, and realizes 
he must sacrifice thousands of 
trees in the battle to save mil- 
lions. 

Stewart feels, as I have felt, 
the tremendous tension which 
builds up among forest service 
personnel as the fire danger 
climbs in dry weather. He sees, 
as I have seen, the efficiency and 
Skill with which the danger is 
met. From these elements the 
author has woven a tale full of 
action, suspense, struggle and 
final victory. It is a story worth 
reading. Even a bit of ({cked- 
on romance doesn't spoil it; al- 
though it seems somewhat in- 
fcongruous, like tossing a love 
story into the Battle of the 
Bulge.

Postscript to 
American Tragedy

MONG the victims of a re- 
Ac fire that destroyed an 

asylum for the mentally ill 
in Asheville, N.C., was Zelda 
Sayre Fitzgerald, widow of the 
late F. Scott Fitzgerald,. This 
shocking event, so shocking in 
its implications that the mind 
shrinks from examining them, 
was the grim postscript to a 
tragedy that had already reached 
a full close so far as the Fitz- 
geralds were concerned. Zelda 
Fitzgerald outlived her husband 
by elght years but there seems 
little reason to doubt that the 
stresses, which neutralized his 
creative energy and made him 
an easy target for the final 
physical blow, had also commu- 
nicated themselves to her. 

The strictly human aspects of 
the matter are sad enough. Both 
the Fitzgeralds were handsome, 
charming and touched with that 
“unbought grace of life.” Zelda 
Sayre was a definitive Southern 
belle. I recall seeing her at a 
dance in Alabama before she 
was married and she could have 
easily posed as the young Marie 

ntoinette or as the model for 
all the Scott Fitzgerald heroines 
who were to be created subse- 
quently. Later I encountered 
the Fitzgeralds, professionally, 
at their home in Great Neck, 
Long Island, and once, not long 
after, I had a long conversation 
with Fitzgerald standing in the 
middle of the sidewalks on For- 
ty-Second street. From these 
and one or two other brief, im- 
personal contacts I formed the 
impression of two slightly reck- 
less but wholly endearing young 
Americans, 

It was the abortive nature of 
Fitzgerald's writing career that 
formed the heart of his tragedy, 
both professional and personal. 
The two were inseparable. He 
couldn't slough off the one and 
£0 on with the other. His 
“Crack-up"” about which he 
wrote so revealingly, extended 
therefore from center to circum- 
ference. And it resulted, not 
merely from the fact that he 
hadn't realized his potentialities 
but that he knew it himself and 
better than anybody. Evidence 
of this doesn’t have to be con- 
structed from labored inferences. 
It can all be found in his own 


tesfament. 
J ina Fitzgerald chose the pop-

Other serious writers have writ- 
ten for the popular magazines 
and for the movies and have 
managed, despite this, to isolate 
the better product and stand on 
that. 

Fitzgerald’s tragic difficulty 
was that he never got through 
completely: that bis sensitive 
awareness of life, his acute erit- 
ical sense and his generously 
stocked mind were never ade- 
quately reduced to paper. The 
assumption of inadequately 
tapped resources. does not de- 
pend on the eulogies of friends. 
It can be based on “The Great 
Gatsby” in particular, on half- 
disclosures in his less successful 
works, on his notes and his 
letters. 


And the failure was not the 
result of a conscious choice but 
of some lack of co-ordination or 
weakness of power at the source. 


Many of his contemporaries 
have written speculatively about 
Fitzgerald. Indeed it is highly 
significant that such a relatively 
small body of works should have 
excited so much comment and 
analysis. It seems to me, how- 
ever, that not enough attention 
has been given to an illuminat- 
ing criticism that Fitzgerald 
made of himself.

HE foregoing ties up with 
something Burton Raseoe 
once wrote about Fitzgerald. 
He said that Fitzgerald's ambi- 
tion was to be the sort of man 
he wrote about—a golden youth, 
a free spender, a dashing asso- 
ciate and co-equal of glamorous 
aophisticates, This was written 
back in the twenties and was 
not intended meanly. Yet it was 
partly true and confirming evi- 
dence may be found in many of 
his books to show that part of 
him was bemused by the high 
life he often described and that 
he lived such a life, himself, at 
times.

the characters he 
were worthy of 
is beside the point. 
The artist has to be detached 
from his material, certainly at 
the moment of creation. Other- 
wise the judgment is biased, the 
perspective is distorted. The 
sorrows of life,“ said George 
Moore, “are the joys of art.“ 
With Fitzgerald the bitter 
sorrows of life and art were 
hopelessly intermingled. When 
he died of a heart attack in Hol- 
lywood he was completing a 
novel The Last Tycoon.“ This 
fragment is regarded as his 
soundest and most penetrating 
work. Perhaps he had at last 
and too late—captured the 
perspective that he needed.

it respects bluff and deceit, and 
despises the piker. 

Basic to American psychology 
—~l am still paraphrasing Mr. 
Gorer-~ia a rejection of the 
father concept. The first im- 
migrants turned their backs on 
Old World papas; the Revolution 
was a rejection of British father- 
authority; the present-day young 
immigrant’s scorn for parental 
Old World fulture accentuates 
the pattern. Accordingly, just 
as the Old World peril has al- 
ways been tyranny, the New 
World peril is anarchy. We are 
too much afraid of government. 

I find Mr. Gorer’s intuitive ob- 
servations amusing, provocative 
and often illuminating reading. 
| wish he had omitted the solemn 
foreword in which he poses as a 
“cultural anthropologist,’’ a4 
pupil of the redoubtable Dr. Mar- 
garet Mead, whose “studies” of 
Samoan and New Guinea folk- 
ways, a few years ago, did so 
much to establish cultural an- 
thropology” as one of our native 
folk-arts. There isn’t much 
science in Mr. Gorer’s book, and 
some of his generalizations about 
what “all Americans” or most 
Americans’’ do will expose him 
to easy rebuttal by over-serious 
reviewers, He doesn't know 
much American history or have 
much conception of the rapid 
flow and change of American 
folkways, and accordingly some 
of him paychological generaliza- 
tions fall flat. 

Yet Mr. Gorer has rood eves, a 


good ear and a fresh and lively 
mind. He writés for Americans: 
I like his pinpricks. I particu- 
larly enjoyed his comments on 
the unique role in American life 
of the woman of 50, the Helen 
Hopkinson heroine. He sees in 
her the hope of American salva- 
tion. 

I like, too, his comments on 
the myths behind the fetishes of 
‘Americanism’ and “American 
equality.“ As he says, the crucial 
test is the case of the Negroes 
Who have better claims to being 
complete Americans than most 
of their white compatriots. But 
I think his picture of the role of 
the Negro is unduly static. In 
fact, that role is cbhanging-— 
fast, and in almost all directions 
at once.

NDER the American system, 
Ue: Vice President is a 

stand-by to step in when 
death or impeachment overtakes 
the President. He is usually 
chosen not so much for inherent 
virtue as for the accident of 
party and need for geographical 
spread of the ticket. Some Vice 
Presidents have succeeded to the 
presidency, and a few of these 
have made marks of their own: 
but, generally, they haven’t been 
very interesting or significant. 

As th. reviewer began to read 
Into “Heirs Apparent,” which 
consists of biographical accounts 
of the thirty-four men who have 
been Vice President, he detected 
increasingly the smell of the 
D. A. B., the, encyclopedia and the 
newspaper reference room, or 
morgue. Suspicion ripened into 
conviction when, on Page 120, he 
foun: “flaunt” used for ‘‘flout,”’ 
which use is chronic journalese. 
Up to that point there had been 
a disposition to credit the au- 
thors with some fair vuegree of 
industry and accuracy, but even 
that credit was used up a hun- 
dred or so piges later. 

In the chapter on Harry S. 
Truman (as Vice President), the 
authors say he was a “circuit 
judge“ —he wasn't; he was a 
county judge; that he served in 
Shelby County— he didn’t; he 
served halfway across the state 
of Missouri in Jackson Cou ty: 
and that tis political mentor and 
friend, Boss Tom Pendergast, 
went to prison for “insurance 
fraud“ when everyone, except 
possibly the Messrs. Young and 
Middleton, knows that he went 
to prison for evading income tax 
on a bribe received incidental to 
an insurance fraud.

INCE his death in 1400, 
8 Geoffrey Chaucer, who while 

busily alive traveled life's 
common way in cheerful godli- 
ness,” has risen to uncommon 
eminence as compeer of Shake- 
speare and Beethoven and the 
laureled company of Olymplans 
of all time.

AREY McWILLIAMS, lawyer

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GREEKS TO TRY NEW TACTICS 
IN SPRING DRIVE ON REBELS 


Army, Under Advice of U.S. Officers, to 
Send Scores of Columns Into Guer- 
rilla Area, Keep Attacking. 


By ROBERT HEWETT 

ATHENS, April 3 (AP) — The 
Greek Army is going on a vast 
manhunt this spring for 26,000 
to 35,000 Communist-led guerril- 
las. 

The new offensive will differ 
in these respects from the pre- 
vious largely ‘unsuccessful drives 
against the rebels: 

1, Greek commanders will op- 
erate from plans which nearly 
100 combat-wise United States 
Army officers have helped 
draft. 

2. The Greek national forces 
will use a modified form of the 
tactics employed by the guer- 
rillas themselves for the last 


* — 


two years. 

The fighting in this mountain- 
ous Mediterranean country is part 
of the world-wide struggle de- 
tween East and West. Elsewhere 
this struggle is a cold war, but 
in Greece the fighting is with 
bullets. Greeks are dying and 
spending their blood, 

Both Sides Getting Aid. 

The United States is openly as- 
sisting the Greek Army with 
arms, equipment, money and ad- 
vice. Three separate United Na- 
tions groups have found that sup- 
plies for the guerrillas are mov- 
ing secretly across the border 
from Albania, Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria. These supply lines have 
been operating for two years, an} 
indication of the extent of foreign 
aid to the rebellion. 

Ultimately the fighting will de- 
termine whether Greece main- 
tains connections with the West- 
ern powers or is absorbed in the 
Russian spbere in eastern Europe. 
Greece has great strategic impor- 
tance in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean. It flanks Turkey and 
the western approach to the Dar- 
danelles. It is almost a neighbor 
of the oil-rich Middle East. 

An indication of the severity of 
the fighting is seen in the Greek nan

New Offensive Plans. 

The new Greek Army offensive 
is not going to be on a wide front. 
That was tried last summer but 
the operations fizzled out when 
the guerrillas filtered back through 
the Army’s lines Into areas sup- 
posedly mopped up. 

This time there will not be a 
zero hour or D-day. Scores of 
hard hitting, independent and rel- 
atively self-sufficient columns will 
strike into guerrilla territory at 
various times. These columns 
will be equipped with mobile radio 
units and walkie-talkies, Division 
headquarters will furnish co-ordl- 
nation in the event of large-scale 
operations, 

The number and movements of

As the Capone organiza- 
tion took form and expanded in 
the Prohibition era, Ricca at- 
tracted the attention of Frank 
‘The Enforcer) Nitti, Capone's 
No. 1 man. “The Waiter” left the 
job, which gave him his sobriquet, 
and joined the gang. 

From jobs of answering the 
telephone and running messages 
for Capone and Nitti, “The Wait- 
er” rose to a trusted lieutenant, 
with a voice in the direction of 
the business enterprises— 
bootleg uor, needle beer, slot 
machines, night clubs, handbooks 
and brothels. Cicero, the gang 
headquarters, became the most 
notorious place in the nation, and 
the gang overlords began to roll 
in wealth. 4 

“The Waiter” managed to stay 
in the background of the , 
and is reported to have displayed 
a native business ability, which 
earned him the respect of his as- 
eociates. Although known to the 
police, “The Waiter” was not con- 
nected by them with the bloodier 
gang episodes. Even in the “mob” 
he was the business man, check- 
ing the returns from the far-flung 
enterprises, and taking his “cut.” 
Gang funds were handled in cash, 
and were usually stored in safe 
deposit boxes by the recipients. 
Ricca bought a home, a country 
estate and a farm, hoping thereby 
to bring the stamp of respectabil- 
ity to his family. 

$75,000 Estate Near Lake. 

“Nancette,” the Long Beach 
Und.) estate, is repo to have 
cost Ricca $75,000 at prewar values. 
Situated near Lake Michigan, it 
had a main house and a gu 


by a flagstone terrace. There are 
sun seats and gaily colored beach 
umbrellas, and a tennis court. A 
station wagon completed the 
standard t of the estab- 
lishment. The owner of this pre- 
tentious playground was known 
to neighbors as “Mr. Salvi.” But 
many of the guests, who spent gay 
weekends there, knew that “Mr. 
Salvi“ was just a “respectable” 
name for Paul (The Waiter) Ric- 
ca, a big man in the rackets. 


The River Forest home, at 814 
Latrobe avenue, is a two-story yel- 
low brick house with a tile roof, 
A sunroom projects on the south, 
and there is a side drive leading 
to the garage, which houses the 
Ricca Cadillac and several lesser 
machines. Shrubs and evergreens 
dot the lawn, which is shaded by 
large trees, and there is a large 
garden at the side and rear. The 
furnishings are reported to be the 
best that gang money could buy. 
A United States marshal, who got 
inside to serve Ricca with a sub- 
pena, reported he “sank into the 
rugs.” 

Relatives and friends frequently 
gather at the River Forest home 
for quiet Sunday fun in the ex- 
elusive suburb. Their deportment 
and that of their hosts is no 
different than that at the homes 
of the financiers and captains of 
industry and ecommerce, who are 
the Riccas’ neighbors. The Riccas

Meharry went 
on his way with a solemn vow 
to someday do something for the 
Negro race, 

Meharry saw an opportunity: to 
fulfill his pledge when he was 
asked to supply financial support 
for a Negro medical college 
Nashville. he idea was conceived 
by William Sneed, a Confederate 
army su n, and George Hub- 
bard, a New Hampshire chaplain 
and wound dresser with the Union 
troops. They had discussed it dur- 
ing friendly meetings on battle- 
fields in the Civil War. 

Meharry scraped together $10,- 
000, touched his farmer-Methodist 
preacher brothers for an addition- 
al $30,000, and the school was 
launched. 

Thirteen Pupils Enrolled, 

Known as the Medical Depart- 
ment of Central Tennessee College 
for Negroes, its original plant con- 
sisted of one bare room in a 
gloomy basement. Thirteen stu- 
dents were enrolled. 

The faculty was headed by Hub- 
bard, as dean, and Sneed. Hub- 
bard qualified himself for the po- 
sition taking a one-year course 
in medicine at Central College. 
He became president of the inde- 
pendent school of medicine ynee 
Central College closed in 1015. 

For the 45 years that 
Hubbard directed the 
degree from Meharry hela little 
significance. The, school’s gradu- 
ates, as one writer commented, 
were “able to sing well and had 
ine ratings in Bible studies” but 


nection. 

When Dr. J. J. Mullowney suc- 
ceeded Hubbard in 1921, however, 
the college embarked on a trail 
of medical accomplishment that 
brought national recognition. Un- 
der Dr. Mullowney and hig suc- 
cessor, Dr. E. L. Turner, incom- 
petent faculty members were 
weeded. out and a vigorous cam- 
paign carried on to raise funds 
for expanding the college. 

Meharry received grants from 
the Harkness Memorial and 
Rockefeller foundations. Construc- 
tion of an up-to-date plant was 
started and in 1923 the American 
Medical Association awarded the 
college an A classification. 
The dream of abolitionist Hugh 
Meharry has been largely realized 
in the only medical college in the 
‘United States devoted exclusively 
to Negroes. Situated on a 12-acre 
plot in north Nashville, it is a 
modern institution. 

Wide Range of Facilities. 

Its facilities include a complete 
teaching hospital, grade A medical 
and dental schools, a school of 
nursing and training equipment 
in all other technologies related 
to the patient. 

It is fully accredited by the 
Association of American Colleges. 
It annually turns out more than 
50 per cent of all Negro medical 
graduates and its alumni total 
more than 5000 practitioners of 
medicine. and dentistry. 

Consulting physicians include 
some or the finest medical talent 
in the South. Several of America’s 
foremost medical leaders serv@ on 
the Meharry board of trust. At 
present it is the only agency in 
Tennessee carrying on cancer re 
search with isotopes on humans. 

Of Meharry’s present enrollment 
of 485, about 63 per cent come 
from Southern states. Most of the 
administrative personnel, headed 
by president M. Don Clawson, is 
white. All schools are headed by 
Negro deans, however, 
full-time teachers are Negroes.

St. Louis county voters will go 

te the polls Tuesday to elect of- 

- fieérs in 65 of the county's 69 
cities, towns and villages and in 
all 86 school districts. One trus- 
tee will be elected in each of 10 
sewer districts and in one fire 


boundary changes. 

Polls will open in the cities at 
6 a.m, and close at 7 p.m. Im the 
villages, towns and six-director 
school districts, polls will be —— 
from 7 am. to 6 p.m. Polling 
places in the rural school districts 
will be open at 2 p.m. and remain 
open until voting is completed. 

Residents of the county who do 
not live in municipalities which 
have tax-supperted town libraries 
will vote again on the question 
of whether to retain the library 
tax approved two years ago. The 
tax is 10 cents on each $100 prop- 
erty valuation. 

Ladue to Vote on Library Tax. 


Residents of the following cities 
will not vote on the library ques- 
tion because they have tax-sup- 
ported municipal libraries: Univer- 
sity City, Richmond Heights, 
Clayton, Rock Hill, Kirkwood, 
Webster Groves, Brentwood, Ma- 
plewood, Ferguson and Valley 
Park. In a similar election held 
last April, retention of the tax was 
approved by a vote of 8607 to 7822. 

Residents of Ladue will find the 
county library tax on the ballot. 
That ‘city’s attempt to set up its 
own library to avoid the tax has 
been attacked as invalid. 

Twenty-three of the 25 county 
cities will elect officials Tuesday. 
Mayors and other city officials 
will be chosen in Kirkwood, Rich- 
mond Heights, Clayton, Overland, 
Berkeley City, Valley Park, 
Shrewsbury, Rock Hill, Bayless 
Heights, Beverly Hills, Bella Villa 
and Pacific. 

Aldermen or councilmen only 
will be elected in University City, 
Jennings, Brentwood, Ladue, Glen- 
dale, Pine Lawn, Ferguson, Floris 
gant, Arbor Terrace and North- 
woods. Oakland will elect alder- 
men and a marshal for a one-year 
unexpired term. 

Only communities in which off 
cers will not be elected are Web- 
ster Groves, Maplewood, Winches- 
ter and Fenton. 

Boundary Changes. 

Special proposals will be sub- 
mitted in 11 cities and two villages. 
University City, Ladue, Ferguson 
and Brentwood will vote on an- 
nexation of additional areas. Uni- 
versity City and Ladue, however, 
Will vote on diminishing their size 
as to minor areas. A simple ma- 
jority is needed for passage of

oters in Clayton, Jennings, 
Rock Hill, Arbor Terrace and 
Northwoods will pass on 20-year 
franchises with the Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri and the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. Berkeley City will 
vote on renewal of a Union Elec- 
tric franchise.

In Clayton, Northwoods and the 
Village of Fiordell Hills, renewal 
of 20-year franchises with the St.

Webster Groves will vote on a 
proposal for a $150,000 bond issue 
to complete the recreational and 
park program for which $800,000 
was voted in October 1945.

Spring Flowers 
At Possum Trot 


By Leonard Hall 


HE past two weeks certainly brought all kinds of weather 
to Possum ‘Trot farm. There have been bright sun-shiny 
days which set everything to growing; days when the urge 
to play hookey and go fishing was almost irresistible. There 
7 have been others when the 
rain came down in torrents, 
shutting the mountains from 
view and sending the creeks 
rampaging out over the 
fields so that folks who live 
on “yon side” have been 
isolated for hours from the 
“mainland.” There were 
heavy hall storms that swept 
across the valleys, breaking 
windows and bringing raw 
winds and temperatures be- 
low the freezing mark. 

Yet despite such un- 
predictable and mercurial 
changes in weather, spring 
continues to advance, On 
dry, gravelly hillsides the 
tiny bluets cover the ground; 
and in the sandy creek bot- 
toms we have found false 
rue anemone and the earliest 
buds of the bluebells, The woodland floor along the creek bluffs 
now is covered with creamy-white blossoms of the bloodroot. 
First come the serrated leaves, looking almost like a stalk of 
asparagus, tightly rolled around the flower bud. Once out in 
the sunlight, these leaves unfold, and then the white blossom 
with its yellow center. Speckled foliage of the dog-toothed 
violet and purple trillium is breaking through the leaf mold 
along with a hundred others which will flower between now 
and mid-May. 


„ % 


Perhaps this Is the season when we will manage to 
keep a record of the order in which the spring flowers 
bloom, as we've been promising ourselves for years that 
we would do. The difficulty is, of course, that just as 
we get well started the ground will dry and our farming 
and gardening will begin in earnest. Then there is little 
time for a farmer to play botanist, And yet I’m con- 
vinced that those of us who earn our living from the 
soll would get a lot more out of this life if we were more 
wide-awake to the beauty which is constantly to be 
seen around us. 
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@ NOT LONG AGO WE read an article by Phil Wylie, telling 
how the conditions of modern urban civilization have robbed 
children—and, eventually, the adults they grow into—of most of 
the adventures and experiences which lead to self-reliance and 
a real appreciation of civilized living. He cites people who cross 
the Atlantic without ever having learned to swim; who sleep 
in the hotels of Cairo and Bombay without ever having slept in 
the woods; of making ice in the kitchen refrigerator without 
ever having skated on the ice of a pond or snowshoed through 
the winter woods. 

I'll agree with all this, yet say that it is not true of city 
folk exclusively. There are plenty of country youngsters—and 
adults as well—to whom all song birds are either “chippies” or 
“wild canaries;” who don’t know one wildflower from another; 
who can’t swim a stroke; who are no more conscious of the 
spring and autumn migrations of the waterfowl than the city 
lad who glances upward at the geese flying high above the tall 
buildings.

The swiftly running spring branch through that 
pasture is a favorite haunt of the early migrant song 
birds—and the first new one we noted was the white- 
throated sparrow.

Veteran Evangelist Doesn't Shinny 


Up Tent Poles 


Any More, but 


He Still Preaches That Old-Time 
Religion. With Athletic Exuberance

ROTHER BEN doesn’t shinny 
B up the tent pole any more, but 

it’s not because he’s too dig- 
nified to do it if he thought it 
would help to get across the mes- 
sage of the Lord, It's just that 
there is no tent pole in the taber- 
nacle which Brother Ben now oc- 
cupies (and which is something 
of a monument to his own zeal 
and determination), So he has 
to content himself with jumping 
on chairs and occasionally leap- 
ing the altar. 

While Brother Ben has changed 
some in the 35 years he has been 
preaching around St. Louis, he 
still preaches the old-time reli- 
gion in the same fervent, exuber- 
ant and somewhat athletic man- 
ner which has gained him a steady 
following of 1000 or „more, and 
made him something of an in- 
stitution around St. Louis. 

He no longer has to put card- 
board in the soles of his shoes, 
and his once precariously thread- 
bare clothes have been replaced 
by some pretty smooth tailoring, 
but he still has the common 
touch ‘and in most ways he is still 
Brother Ben who, back before 
the World War I, used to hang 
his hat on a fireplug and jump 
up and down in the air to attract 
an audience to his street corner 
sermons. 

“Look at this,” he says with a 
proud smile as he folds his arm 
in front of him like an acrobat 
and, poised on his toes, leaps 
lightly three or four times into 
the air. I'm 57 years old,” he 
says proudly. Regardless of what 
else Brother Ben’s preaching may 
have accomplished, it has kept 
him in the pink. And being in 
the pink has saved him more than 
once because he has, as he puts 
it, “had to rough.” On more than 
one occasion his excellent physi- 
cal condition came in quite 
handy. 

Brother Ben, whose name is 
Benjamin Pemberton, was born in 
Beecher City, III., and reared in 
Edgewood, III., where his father 
had removed to engage in politics 
and general merchandising. His 
father was a realist and for a 
good many years he thought Ben 
was a little crazy for wanting to 
preach. 

Ben was 21 years old when 
some Pentecostal evangelists came 
to Edgewood and held a meeting. 
He felt the urge to preach. “T 
gave my heart to the Lord,” he 
expresses it. A year later, despite 
the objections of his father, he 
came to St. Louis to preach, 

Before he felt the call, Brother 
Ben hints, he sowed his share of 
wild oats and he is familiar with 
the insidious quality of the demon 
rum. “Just as soon have a snake 
in my room as a bottle of whisky,” 
he says,

E came to St. Louis with a de- 
H sire to preach, but little else. 

He had no money to speak of 
and no education for the ministry. 
But he signed up at a religious 
training school then being con- 
ducted at 2829 Washington avenue 
by Mrs. M. G. Moise. It was a 
Pentecostal school and Mrs. Moise 
was a.preacher herself as well as 
a teacher. 

It was while attending the 
school—which he attended for 
nine years, incidentally —that 
Brother Ben got his first preach- 
ing experience on street corners. 
Accompanied by one or two others 
from the school, he would select 
a corner, usually one down near 
the river where the passersby had 
more the look of being in need 
of salvation, and start a service. 
Brother Ben literally hung his 
hat on a fire plug and started 
leaping into the air to attract at- 
tention. 

“People would come along and 
look at me,” Brother Ben recalls 
with genuine amusement, “and 
some of them said I was crazy 
and some wondered why a young 
man like me devoted myself to 
such antics.” 

Brother Ben probably reached 
the heights of his showmanship 
the night he shinnied up the tent 
pole. It might be called the cli- 
maxing moment of his career, For 
him, it was sheer inspiration, but 
it made him famous. He had long 
since progressed from the street 
corner to a little mission hall at 
2033 Olive street—where his first 
congregation numbered 14 and the 
collection came to exactly 15 cents 
—and then to a series of pro- 
gressively larger tents which at 
various times were pitched at 


various places around town. 

His brand of religion, which al- 
lowed the audience to take a 
more than active part, the loud 
and none too solemn music which 
marked the meetings, and Brother 
Ben’s own acrobatics had already 
won him considerable attention 
and quite a following. Besides the 
faithful, who were his regular fol- 
lowers, the meetings attracted 
hundreds of the curious. 

He had no pulpit in his tent plat- 
forms. A pulpit was Hkely to get 
in his way. The only restraining 
influence—or perhaps the only 
thing protecting the audience, was 
a railing which ran around the 
edge of the platform. When he 
reached oratorical heights, Brother 
Ben would run up and down along 
this railing, sometimes jump along 
it on one foot, and sometimes leap 
to a nearby chair. One night he 
was on the railing and the meeting 
had reached quite a pitch when 
he noticed a rope hanging in front 
of him, 

“I don’t know. just how it hap- 
pened,” Brother Ben recalls with 
a chuckle, “but the first thing I 
knew I reached out and grabbed 
that rope, swung myself to the 


tent pole and grabbed it with my 


knees, I climbed a little ways up 
the tent pole, and then I hung 
there for a little, upside down.” 
x X * 
OR sheer athletics, accompa- 
F nied by preaching, it exceeded 
anything he had done before 
and has never been equalled since. 
It happened that a reporter from 
the Post-Dispatch was there that 
night as an interested spectator. 
He wrote a story about Brother 
Ben and his meetings and grom 
then on he was something of a 
celebrity. , 

His fame was added to by three 
different encounters with hood- 
lums” who tried to run him off 
the lot. “We were. of a little dif- 
ferent faith from them, I guess,” 
says Brother Ben generously, “and 
I guess we shouted a little too 
much to suit them. But we 
wouldn't be run off.“ 

His first tent was at Grand and 
Bell, Within two years his con- 
gregation had grown until he had 
to get a bigger lot and a bigger 
tent. This established a pattern 
for a good many years. He 
preached at Vandeventer and 
Evans, at Newstead and Easton, 
at Gratiot-and Sarah and, for his 
last session under a tent, back to 
his first stand at Grand and Bell. 

In 1939, Brother Ben and his 
followers, who now numbered 
more than 500, purchased prop- 
erty at 4824 Delmar boulevard, 
upon which to build their first 
permanent church. One part of 
the property had been a sort of 
saloon and night club and another 
part had been a beauty. parlor, In 
back of the two had been a. ga- 
rage. Brother Ben still reminds 
his congregation that they are 
now fighting the devil in the very 
spots where the devil once held 
sway. 

“Right over there,” he says, 
pointing to the back rows, “the 
demon rum held sway. And right 
about here,” indicating the pulpit, 
“was a beauty parlor where many 
a fallen woman came in to have 
her hair frizzed up,” 

The congregation paid an archi- 
tect and contractor $3000 to re- 
build the front of the building, 
and they did the rest themselves, 
The front of the church is Span- 
ish style architecture of yellow 
stucco and red brick. done ac- 
cording to Brother Ben's own 
Ideas. 

“T had traveled in Mexico and 
Southern California,” he explains, 
“and I like that style of architec- 
ture. So I sort of sketched out for 
the architect what I wanted.” 

The fact that the building 
stands out among the nondescript 
buildings along Delmar boulevard 
like a modern painting in a cold 
water flat is not exactly a draw- 
back, Brother Ben admits. The 
tabernacle has two auditoriums. 
The first, or smaller one, just in- 
side the front door, is used for 
week night meetings. There is a 
meeting every night except Mon- 
day. 

The rear auditorium, used for 
Sunday meetings, is considerably 
larger, holding some 1200 persons. 
It, too, is decorated in red and 
gray, with religious paintings on 
the walls. Conspicuous features of 
both halls are the orchestra pits. 
As permanent fixtures there are 
pianos, trap drums, basg fiddles

and xylophones.. The orchestras 
also include banjos, tubas, guitars 
and just about anything any mem- 
ber of the congregation can play. 
Sometimes the orchestra on a 
Sunday will number 40 pieces. 
They play the familiar church 
hymns with volume and enthusi- 
asm, swinging them a little in a 
manner which is highly conta- 
gious. The tabernacle also in- 
cludes two prayer rooms, one up- 
stairs and one down, 


„We're great bellevers in pray- 
er,” Brother Ben explains. To 
these rooms come those who feel 
the need of prayer, or who want 
to pray for someone else. It is 
not uncommon for a member to 
pray for several hours, 

In the downstairs prayer room, 
which was started during the war 
as a night prayer room for war 
workers, members quite frequently 
pray all night long. 


On the second floor also is 
Brother Ben's apartment, three 
rooms consisting of living room, 
bedroom and kitchen. The kitchen 
is brightly done in white trimmed 
in red, decorated by Brother Ben 
himself. Brother Ben is a bach- 
elor. He hints at an unfortunate 
love affair in his youth, a disap- 
pointment from which he never 
quite recovered. 


Brother Ben reigns over all this 
with the air of a benevolént, if 
somewhat cherubic, despot. At 57 
he has gained a benign but 
friendly expression on his “ull 
face. He talks freely and easily 
and in a down-to-earth fashion 
which prevails both in and out of 
the pulpit. There is no poniposity 
in his talk. It sometimes gets 
him in a little difficulty with a 
radio station when he is deliver- 
ing one of his weekly sermons 
over the air. The most recent 
case was when he was talking 
about women drinking. In char- 
acteristic manner he referred to 
their hanging around taprooms as 
“bellying .up to the bar” which 
brought. raised eyebrows and a 
rather severe chiding from a stu-

dio vice president. Brother Ben 
laughs. 1 don't know ‘how else 
you'd describe jt,” he says. 

His short, portly figure is as 
well tailored these days as any 
bank president’s. His neckties 
have that look of rich conserva- 
tism and his French cuffs are 
held back by gold euff links. The 
effect is completed by pince-nez 
glasses on a black ribbon. He 
drives a Cadillac car. 


“Some people criticize me,” he 
says apologetically, “for dressing 
well and driving a good car, but 
they didn’t see me back in the old 
days, and there were a lot of 
those old days.”

N those days, Brother Ben put 
| cardboard in his shoes to keep 

his feet dry, and the seat of his 
pants kept him in a state of con- 
stant dread. On one occasion it 
passed the point of dread. He had 
reached a high and rather stren- 
uous point in a sermon (“I was 
really lettin’ the devil have it“) 
when he felt a cold draft from the 
rear. Still waving one hand, he 
investigated with the other. 


What he had often feared would 
happen had happened. The seat 
of his well worn trousers. was split 
from stem to.stern. Anyone pres- 
ent that night may still wonder 
why Brother Ben's sermon 
stopped so suddenly, just when he 
seemed to be going so strong. 

Brother Ben’s church is rather 
loosely affiliated with the Pente- 

‘ costal church, but his is a rather 
flexible approach to God with the 
result. that the service can only 
be described as pure Brother Ben. 

“I'd like to hear a good shout 
here tonight,” he says to his con- 
gregation, and proceeds to lead 
them up to it. He has them wave 
their hands as.they sing. 

“Wave to the Lord,” he -says. 
Before the sermon members of 
the congregation arise, one after 
another, to give testimonials. And 
during the sermons there are fre-

quent thouts of “Amen” and 


“Praise God.” 


It's an informal approach to 
God, and a happy one. The mem- 
bers of the church give 10 per cent 
of their income to the church.“ 
Brother Ben is proud of the fact 
that no member of the.church has 
ever been on relief, not even at the 
height of the depression. The 
church takes care of its own. 

“We believe that Jesus Christ 
will return to earth,” Brother Ben 
explains, “but it will not be the 
efid of the world as we commonly 
conceive of it. Instead it will be 
the beginning of a thousand years 
of peace and. prosperity. 

The world, he believes, is 
ing toward the last great war, or 
Armageddon, and that this last 
great war between the forces of 
Good and Evil is the signal for 
the second coming of Christ. 

Picking up a well worn Bible, 
Brother Ben turns to the Second 
Chapter of Acts, verse 19: “And 
I shall show wonders in Heaven 
above, and signs in the earth be- 
neath; blood and fire and vapour 
of smoke.“ 

“What,” asks Brother Ben, “is 
that but the atomic bomb?” 

The world, Brother Ben believes, 
is in the grip of a sort of inex- 
orable urge which can now lead 
to but one end, with no turning 
back. “This,” he says with finality, 
“is it.” There is no use, he feels, 
in even praying for peace. The 
course has been set; there is noth- 
ing left but acceptance of the in- 
evitable. a 


Is it predetermined “who wi 
survive, or is it to be a matter of 
luck? “At the psychological mo- 
ment,” explains Brother Ben 
“Christ will arrive. Those wh? 
have led good lives will be caught 
up with him, 

“This is Armageddon. I want to 
be ready. This, church is prepared 
for his return, We're looked on as 
a bunch of fanatics, I know, but 
the time is going to come when 
they will say Brother Ben and his 
people were the wise people.“

Smart Set. He brought out the 
first edition of “The American 
Language” in 1918 and decided to 
tie it down as to form with its 
fourth edition in 1936. He then un- 
dertook to harvest the never-end- 
ing’ new material in “Supplement 
One,” with identical chapter head- 
ings, in 1945. But “Supplement 
One” was not enough and now 
three years later comes “Supple- 
ment Two,” minus, Mencken la- 
ments, some things he had hoped 
to include—language of gesture, 
of children, names of political par- 
ties, cattle brands and animal 
calls. 

The new volume may be short 
the variations of “‘s000000-eeece!” 
and other hog calls in use over 
the country, but it has plenty else. 
It can be read with no end of en- 
joyment and much profit by per- 
sons who never before heard of 
author Mencken to say nothing 
of his winnowing of the grain and 
chaff of American speech. 

But to get on with the questions 
and answers. The pronunciation 
of Missouri has been under debate 
for many years, says Mencken, 
and has produced a large litera- 
ture, “some of it marked by any- 
thing but scholarly calm.” He finds 
that the early authorities show 
the state’s name was said with an 
“{” ending instead of an “a.” Not 
only was this first in the field, but 
“it apparently remained in favor 
until the Civil War era.” 

0 

ROUND that time “a craze for 
A tiegance seized the nascent in- 
™ telligentsia of the state with 
such fervor that the overwhelming 
majority adopted the ‘a’ ending,” 
reports Mencken. He explains this 
was “probably the end product ofa 
schoolma’amish war upon an early 
tendency to turn every terminal ‘a’ 
into ‘y’ for example, Indiany, Ith- 
acy, Floridy, Uticy, Alabamy, Phil- 

adelphy, sody, asthmy, balony.” 

But the Mizzourah partisans had 
not won too sure a victory. The 
Mencken researches show that “in 
the early 90s or therabout a new 
wave of pedagogues, chiefly, it 
would appear, from, the East, 
launched a counterattack in be- 
half of the ‘i’-ending and a bitter 
battle was soon joined.” 


The “i” ‘supporters might well 
have won out, Mencken says, had 
they not tried to “unvoice the two 
‘z's’ in the middle of the name, and 
so convert the manly Roman 
sound of ‘buzz’ and ‘whizz’ into the 
puny Phoenician cheep of ‘kiss’ 
and ‘bligs.’” This, he writes, was 
a fatal blunder “for even those, 
Missouri sophisticates who were 
willing to accept ‘i’ revolted 
against ‘ss’ in disgust and indig- 
nation. Today even the diction- 
aries and encyclopedias, which are 
usually at least a generation be- 
hind-hand, prefer the 2 to the 
‘ss’ and most of them have also 
surrendered to the ‘a’ ending.” 

Nearly four pages are devoted 
to the origin of the Show-Me State 
nickname. Earlier tags for Mis- 
souri, so the Mencken compila- 
tions show, were the Iron Moun- 
tain State, the Bullion State, the 
Lead State, the Ozark State, the 
Puke State and the Pennsylvania 
of the West. 

The first use of the famous 
“Show Me” challenge is not fixed, 
but Mencken announces that 
nation-wide currency appears to

have come from a speech made by 
Congressman Willard D. Vandiver 
of issouri before the Philadel- 
phia Five O'Clock Club about 1899. 
Neither Vandiver nor another im- 
promptu guest, Congressman John 
A. T. Hull of Iowa, expected to at- 
tend and so were lacking dress 
suits. They agreed to go in busi- 
ness clothes, but Hull found a 
dress suit at the last minute and 


wore it. 

V dant in street clothes. This 
caused him much embarrass- 
ment. After his colleague de- 
livered an eloquent eulogy of 
Philadelphia, Vandiver, who hailed 
from Cape Girardeau, was called 
on. The Missourian took out after 
Hull with a roast, as he recalled 

it later, something like this: 
His talk about your hospitality 
bunk; he wants another 
He tells you that the tail- 
ors, finding he was here without a 
dress suit, made one for him in 
15 minutes. I have a different ex- 
planation: You heard him say he 
came here without one, and you 
see him now with one that doesn't 
fit him. The explanation is that 
he stole mine and that's why you 
see him with one and me without 
any. This story from Iowa doesn’t 
go with me. I'm from Missouri 

and you'll have to show me.“ 


Vandiver did not claim to have 
invented the phrase and Mencken 
reports earlier uses, as provided 
by various correspondents and 
clippings. One Gen. Emmett New- 
ton claimed to have first used the 
words at a Knights Templar meet- 
ing in Denver in 1892. He was 
then a boy collecting badges. 
When a man smiled at him and 
said, “I have a better collection 
than you, I bet,” Newton replied: 
“I’m from Missouri. You'll have 
to show me.” 

Mencken cites the historian 
Walter B. Stevens as recording 
the expression in the Civil War, 
According to this version a North- 
ern officer fell upon a Confederate 
unit commanded by a Missourian. 
The Union soldier demanded that 
the Southerners surrender and 
backed up his order with the 
claim that he had thousands of 
men in his command. The Con- 
federate calmly dismissed the 
whole idea. He is supposed to have 
replied: “I’m from Missouri, you'll 
have to show me.” 


Still another explanation arises 
from the fact that many Missouri 
lead miners went to the silver 
mines in Colorado in the last 
century. Because the newcomers 
did not know silver mining meth- 
ods, the pit bosses would tell the 
older hands: “That man is from 
Missouri; you'll have to show 
him.” 

Mencken quotes Paul I. Wellman 
(who in turn quoted Vandiver) 
to the effect that Missouri's Gov. 
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ANDIVER was the only atten- 
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od, AND

Js It Mizzoury or Mizzourah? 
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Herbert S. Hadley “tried to have 
the expression supplanted, believ- 
ing it uncomplimentary” and 
“even offered $500 for the best 
substitute.” Hadley didn’t get very 
far. Missouri fondness for the ex- 
pression was typified by Norman 
J. Colman, farm journal editor and 
first Secretary of Agriculture, who 
Cied in 1911. He said: 

“These fewer than half-score of 
simple Anglo-Saxon words con- 
tain a correct estimate of Missouri 
character. It is true that we are 
not a people who will accept as 
truth statements of moment which 
the maker should be able to de- 
montrate as fact.” 


The author of the present arti- 
cle once addressed the annual 
dinner meeting of the State His- 
torical Society of Missouri on dis- 
tinguished persons who first saw 
light of day in Missouri. He en- 
titled his remarks: They Came 
from Missouri and They Showed 
the World.” 


Mencken ventures to’ suggest 
that “perhaps one reason why Mis- 
sourians are fond of Show-Me 
State is it has mercifully obliter- 
ated Puke State, whith seems to 
have prevailed for many years.” 
Tracing the puke notion back to 
1835, he says that “a humane 
theory is that it simply is a mis- 
take for Pike, name of a county 
bordering on the Mississippi, home 
of Champ Clark.” Mencken says 
this corruption story is not easy 
to believe. 


As for ARkanSAW vs. ArKAN- 
sas, Mencken says that the latter, 
“so abhorrent to all patriotic citi- 
zens of the state, may have arisen 
by assimilation with that of Kan- 
sas, and perhaps was helped on 
by the Eastern schoolma’ams who 
once tried to substitute Glou- 
CESter for Gloster and Wor- 
CESter for Wooster.” 


He agrees that the river is the 
ArKANsas along its course 
through Kansas and that it is 
ArKANgas City, but points out 
no one would think of singing 
anything but “The ARkanSAW 
Traveler” and that the Indian 
name was spelled the ARkan- 
SAWS as early as 1819. In 1881 
the Legislature at Little Rock 
“decided solemnly that the name 
of the state ‘should be pronounced 
in three syllables, with the final 
“s" silent, the “a” in each syllable 
with the Italian sound and the 
accent on the first and last ayl- 
lables.” 

It was in the debate on this 
act of statesmanship that one of 
the legislators unlimbered the 
piece of oratory which has come 
down through the half century be- 
cause of its line: What! Change 
the name of Arkansaw? Never!“ 

* + * 
FTER a study of local usage, 
authorities and dictionaries, 
Mencken sums up on Iowa as 
follows: 

“Ioway seems to be preferred by 
thé plain people of the state, and 
the name so appears in the state 
song, but the Geographical Board 
long ago declared for I-o-wa, and 
it is supported not only by the 
majority of outsiders, but also by 
a formidable faction within the 
state. There is even a body of 
opinion in favor of putting the 
accent on the second syllable, but 
it is apparently feeble.” 


Mencken lists “the real McCoy” 
as one of many expréssions which 
passed into general speech from 
“the vocabulary of the rum-run- 
ning mobs of prohibition days.” 
In his lengthy report he concludes 
that the origin is still ynsettled. 
He finds improbable its derivation 
from either Kid McCoy, the pugil- 
ist, or Bill McCoy, “an eminent 
rum- runner.“ Though Alfred E. 
Smith “once derived it from the 
name of a Bowery oracle named 
McCoy, whose word on any sub- 
ject was accepted as the low- 
down,” the Baltimore authority 
says that “Al actually knew no 
more about the matter than any 
other Harvard LL.D.” 

From another source Mencken

HE professional group which 

gave us “on the lam” com- 

prised the “assorted ruffians” 
in the criminal underworld after 
World War I. Mencken quotes 
Peter Tamony as saying: “The 
allusion in ‘lam’ is to ‘beat.’ ‘Beat 
it’ is old English meaning ‘to 
leave.’ In that sense it is traced 
to 1595.” 

Mencken’s chapter on proper 
names is a fascinating study ot 
derivations and changes, inten- 
tional, accidental and otherwise. 
Using an analysis of 43,900,000 
names on the roll of the Social 
Security Board in 1939, he shows 
that 10 per cent of the persons 
listed shared but 50 last names. 
The 10 most common last names 
were these:

Johnson — 350,530 
Brown — — — 254,750 
. Willlams -~- — 250,312 
Miller — — — 240,180 
Jones— — —- — 235,540 
Davis — — 177,000 
Anderson — — 144,000

The chapter on slang, which is 
replete with the lingo of crap- 
shooters, corset-makers, depart- 
ment store sales-people, farmers, 
clergymen, cannery workers, bar- 
tenders, firemen, food dispensers, 
miners, prize-fighters, race track 
followers, stockbrokers and many 
others, has a slim crop out of the 
war. 


As Mencken shows, “foxhole,” 
“brass hat,” “black market” and 
“M.P.” go back to World War I 
and “dog tag,” pup tent,” 
„A. W. o. l.“ and “K.P.” date back to 
the Civil War. “Jeep” and “snafu” 
are a pair from the last war to 
which he devotes much attention 
and affection. 

After investing some two pages 
on “jeep” Word Detective Mencken 
is still uncertain as to its origin. 
He discounts the fact that the 
code symbol of Ford on Army 
cars was GP and he doubts that 
word came from “the same let- 
ters in the sense of “general pur- 
pose.” Mencken's best hazard 
is that “the name was borrowed 
from that of a character in the 
comic strip, Popeye, the Sailor, 
which also gave the language 
‘goon.’” Eugene the Jeep ap- 
peared in the Popeye cast, March 
16, 1936, a year before one 
Sgt. James T. O’Brien claimed he 
applied the word to the Army ve- 
hicle. 

Mencken rates “snafu” as “one 
of the few really good coinages 
of the war.” He does not go for 
Col. Elbridge Gerry’s explanation 
that the f“ stands for either 
“fouled” or “foozled.” Wulle 
Mencken does not say outright 
what it was, he is this definite 
that “the word really in mind 
was something else again.” The 
other letters of course stand for 
“situation,” “normal,” “all” and 
“up.” 
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NE usage common in the G.L’s 
0 speech which this reader 

missed was SOP. It was the 
quick way of referring to “the 
drill” or procedure in a head- 
quarters or unit. It varied under 
commanders. Actually the letters 
mean “standing operating pro- 
cedure” although at time “stand- 
ing“ is incorrectly rendered as 
“standard.” 

And so SOP is submitted toward 
Supplement Three, although 
Mencken in his introduction says 
it is highly improbable that he 
will ever attempt it. “At my age,” 
(he is 67) he writes, “a man en- 
counters frequent reminders, some 
of them disconcerting, that his 
body is no more than a highly 
unstable congeries of the com- 
pounds of carbon.” 

Even so he Invites readers and 
students of the language to send 
items about our speech to him at 
1524 Hollins street, Baltimore 23, 
Md. In any case, “to avoid fret- 
ting” about the fact that he is 
not going to live forever, he has 
“arranged that all my books, 
pamphiets, journals, newspaper 
clippings and letters on speech 
shall go, at my death, to a place 
where they will be open to other 
students.” 

But whether there is ever a 
Supplement Three, “The Ameri- 
can Language” with Supplements 
One and Two, is a monumental 
achievement, all the greater be- 
cause this one-man job gives 
credit to the work of so many 
thousands of others, It will stand 
solidly when the great bulk of the 
writing and s@holarship of our 
times is utterly forgotten, 

And this, H. L. M., is no “snow

Pay Is Nominal and Hours Long, but Humane Society's 


Field Superintendent Is Happiest When He's Rescuing 


Some Animal From Mine Pit or Quarry Ledge.

APTURING a coyote, calming 

C a cat, snaring a snake, going 
fox hunting, and investigating 

a razor-slashed dog are all in a 

day's work for Harold Present, 

field superintendent for the Hu- 
mane Society of Missouri. 
Present, who is on hand at 80 
many animal rescues and captures 
that he is known as “ever-present 

Present,” actually encompassed all 

those activities in one recent day 

of duty, and it proved to be fairly 
exhausting even for a man ac- 
customed to bringing them back 
alive from the wilds of St. Louis, 

“That was really a day,” Present 

sighed, as he sat in his office at 
the Humane Society shelter, 1210 
Macklind avenue, and thought 
back on his hectic day. A husky 
young man in his blue uniform 
with silver badge, he looks very 
much like a cop on any beat un- 
til he gets into a pen of stray 
dogs where he looks more like an 
anxious nursemaid, 


It started out,” he recalled, 
“when someone called us about a 
cat that had been on a broken 
bridge in the flooded area at the 
north end of town for about three 
days. I went up there, borrowed 
a boat from the Police Depart- 
ment and rowed out toward the 
bridge, but there were too many 
trees and snags in the way and 
I had to wade out the last part. 


After a couple of hours I got the 


cat down, gave it some food I 
always carry in my ambulance, 
and took it back to the shelter.” 

On his return, Present had a 
call from a new employe he’d sent 
out on a call about a police dog 
in a basement on Russell avenue. 
He had tried to slip a rope around 
the “police dog's“ neck in the most 
friendly manner, he reported, but 
the animal snarled, snapped, and 
bit the rope in two. He offered 
his opinion that the animal was 
no police dog. Present went out 
and confirmed the suspicion; the 
Animal was a coyote, 


“I decided I'd have to get some- 
thing he couldn’t bite in two,” he 
said, “so we got a chain and I 
edged up to him with a” pole. 
While he was chewing on the pole, 
I put the chain around his neck. 
Then when we got out to the 
truck I stretched the chain out 
with one hand, grabbed him by 
the tail with the other. and lifted 
him in.”

HE calls to investigate a snake, 

a fox, and an injured dog com- 

pleted the day, and helped 
round out Present’s record, To 
date, he has participated in the 
penning up or setting free of bears, 
coons, possums, foxes, coyotes, alli- 
gators, and snakes, in addition to 
more domesticated chickens, mules, 
and other livestock. 

In 1943 he was awarded a Dis- 
tinguished Service .medal for res- 
cue work in flooded areas, evacu- 
ating 1000 head of livestock and 
10,000 chickens and household 
pets. He has received several 
other medals for his acts, along 
with a trophy from Boy Scout 
Troop Number 133. 

This latter was for service be- 
yond the line of duty when a man 
who had promised to furnish 
dogs for the scouts’ Care of Ani- 
mals exhibit at a merit badge 
show backed out on the agree- 
ment. Present came to the rescue 
with 10 dogs, spent several days 
with the boys helping them work 


up their show so well that they, 


won the first prize. 

Present’s career with the Hu- 
mane Society began in 1935. Be- 
fore that he worked in a filling 


station but he had been fond of 


animals as long as he can re- 
member, and had had some expe- 
rience in taking care of them as 
his father was in the livestock 
business. 

“One day, just killing time, I 
carne over here to tue shelter to 
watch the dogs,” he gays. “I saw 
some boys handling them and I 
thought they were treating the 
dogs too rough, so I decided I'd 
like to get a job here and see 
that the animals got better care. 
I kept coming back for a year 
and a half until finally they took 
me on. 

“When I'd been here three days 
I got my first call to pick up an 
injured dog. When I got the dog 
it bit me on the hand and then 
when I picked it up to bring it 
into the shelter, it bit me again. 
I didn’t think anything of it until 
the Manager came running up to 
me and said, Take that dog 
around to the back and keep it 
away from the others, That's a 
positive rabid dog.’” 

More surprised than horrified,

Present took care of the dog and 
then reported for his first rabies 
shots. Since then he’s had 107 
shots, and for a while took them 
every six months, The last ones, 
he admits, left him a bit weak, 
and he’s just as glad that there’s 
been no occasion for them in the 
past two years. 


At regular intervals since he 
first took his job, Present has fig- 
ured in news stories of rescues of 
animals trapped in sewers, stuck 
in the muddy beds of rivers, lost 


he says. 


in underground passages, or other- 
wise trapped, The first rescue 
work he ever did was in bringing 
a cat out of a sewer on Tower 
Grove place, and it was a cold, 
unpleasant job inasmuch as it 
was in mid-winter and Present 
had to go down into icy water to 
find the forlorn feline, 

“That started my rescue work,” 
“Since then I've been 
down in mines, through floods, in 
sewers and rivers, and in just 
about every quarry in the St. 
Louis area. 

“Once I had to bring a mule 
up qut of a mine. The wife of 
one of the miners called us, cry- 
ing, one day, and said the mine 
her husband worked in had been 
flooded and there was a mule 
that had been down there for six 
days without food.

66 Ta man who owned the 


mine had tried to get equip- 

ment to pump the water out 

but because of wartime restric- 

tions on materials, he hadn’t been 
able to get it. 

Pd never been in a mine be- 

fore in my life, but I put on one 


of those miner's caps and went 


down in water about walst-deep. 
I walked back about 50 feet and 
there I found the mule on the one 
high spot that hadn't been covered 

water. I came back out and 
got some food and water and took 
it in, and for three days after 
that I went in twice a day and 
fed and watered the mule, 

“Then the man managed to get 
equipment and pumped the water 
out. The only way to get down 
into the mine was on an elevator 
that was just big enough for two 
or three men standing close to- 
gether. They’d taken the mule in 
with a block and tackle so that’s 
how we got him out, 

“I hired one of the men there 
and bribed him with a quart of 
whisky besides, to help me get the 
mule on that little platform so 
we could bring him up the 50 feet. 
When we got him out we kept 
him blindfolded in a dark room 
for a few days until his eyes 
gradually got used to the light. 

“Foxy, that's the mule, he's 15 
years old now and still living, 
though he’s not working. The man 
who owned the mine closed it 
after the flood and never did mine 
it again,” 

Present's most dangerous exploit 
was an occasion on which he had 
to go down into a quarry at Mar- 
cus avenue and Natural Bridge 
road to retrieve a dog from a 
ledge where he had wandered. The 
danger lay in the fact that he had 
to climb down through a brush- 
and-rubbish fire burning just 
above the dog, and although he 
was able to put the fire out on 
the way down, hot coals fell on 
him on the return trip, and he 
received some bad burns.

number of routine duties in 
routing out calls for the three men 
in his department, taking care of 
all complaints and investigations. 
In addition to watching out for the 
welfare of animals, the Humane 
Society sometimes receives calls 
about children. His worst case 
in recent months, as Present re- 
calls, was that of a father beating 
his 6-months-old baby. 


“We don’t do anything about 
animal peace ‘disturbance cases; 
that's up to the police,” Present 
says. “But we do answer anony- 
mous complaints about animals 
anywhere in the city. In the out- 
state area we request the name 
of the complainant. About 90 per 
cent of our calls are anonymous, 
The usual complaint is, There's 4 
dog tied in the backyard,’ In the 
winter, it’s ‘without shelter, food 
or water,’ and in the summer, it’s 
‘out there in the hot sun without 
food or water.’ About 25 per cent 
of them amount to something, but 
the other 75 per cent are grudge 
cases.” 

Present left the Humane So- 
ciety for a while during the war 
in an effort to get into the armed 
services. He passed his physical 
exams and awaited his call but 
was scheduled for work with 
K-9 Corps and the call never 
came. Eventually he went to work 
for the Police Department and 
later drove a bus 
and Kansas Cty but he 
care for it. “It wag just another 
job,” he says. 

After the war he returned to 
the Humane Society with a 
higher rank, that of field super- 
intendent instead of sergeant, 

Although his salary is nominal 
and his hours long, Present likes 
his work, and his love of animals 
is apparent as he goes about his 
work in the shelter, looking after 
animals that are sick, feeding 
those that have been given to the 
society for adoption. 

“I love ’em all,” he says,

OKLAHOMA CITY, April 
(AP) — The halfway mark was 
passed yesterday in the reading 
of 750 pages of depositions, in the 
State Corporation Commission's 
hearing of Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co.'s application for a 
rate increase in Oklahoma.

LONDON, April 3 (AP)—Bri- 
tain, long a financier of Latin 
American development, has start- 
ed to sell out her investments 
there. With her economy ex- 
hausted by six years of war, she 
has been forced to dispose of some 
of her choicest plums in South 
America. There is the prospect 
of others disappearing the same 
way. 

London economists point out 
this has meant not only the loss 
of dividends from hard currency 
countries but also a shrinking of 
the market for British industrial 
products—things like British-built 
trams (streetcars) for British- 
owned railways. Coincidentally, 
they said, the market was opening 
wider for the United States. 

The British selling trend in 
Latin America was started before 
the second world war, when

Loss of Workers. 
What is to keep sponsoring in- 
tries from affiliating them- 
selves right out of business if war 
does come and thus hamper the 
production effort? 

The Army says sponsors are 
warned not to tie up too many 
employes in an affiliated unit, 
even admitting that that many 
employes would want to take part. 
It says that, if war comes, even 
key industries are going to lose 
some .first-class help by affiliat- 
ing one or two units with the re- 
serve. Now, it says, employers 
will have an idea how many work- 
ers they're going to lose. 

No affiliated unit can be or- 
ganized in industry -without the 
sponsor's permission. Training is 
routine and may (but doesn’t have 
to) include a 15-day period in the 
field, or periodic armory training, 
or combinations of the two, de- 
pending on the desires of the 
sponsor. 

Just how much training a unit 
gets also depends on: 

1. Available funds, 

2. Local facilities, 

3. Type and strength of uhits.

HORT haircuts, gaining in favor for several months, 


have definitely taken the lead in coiffure fash- 


ions. Spring—when, as one coiffeur commented, 
“woman's fancy turns to shorter hair anyway — 
apparently converted the hesitant and changed a 
trend into a landslide. Shoulder-lenqth tresses, 
favored for more than four years, are falling under 
the hairdresser’s shears at an increasing rate. Even 
many women previously partial to in-between lengths 
are having an extra few inches lopped off. 

The new style is known as a contour bob, since 
the coiffuré conforms to the shape of the head. 
Wearer’s features also are a factor in determining the 
individual styling. Hair is cut two to four inches long, 
and curled upward so when brushed it breaks into 
waves. This bob has but little resemblance to its 


short-cut predecessors—the windblown, pineapple and 
boyish bobs. The new style lends itself to various 
arrangements, but on the whole carries a crown effect. 

Hair that is cut off is not necessarily discarded. 
Many women are having it made into a chignon of soft 
curls or puffs. When worn in center of the new bob's 
crown, the chignon gives an effect of lon ng hair piled 
on top of the head in curls. It not only provides 
variation of coiffure for formal occasions, but helps 
soften the pain of parting with long hair.
